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BRITISH BEETLES 


Plate I. 

Fig. 1. CICINDELA HYBRID A, Linn. [F. Cicindelicke. G. Cicindela, Linn. Tiger 
Beetles.] (C. sylvicola, Curtis, but not of Dejean.) 

Above, brassy brown, with a greenish hue ; sides of head, margins of thorax, suture and external 
margin of elytra, second and third joints of antennas, and base of thighs and of tibia 1 , bright coppery 
red; basal joint of antennas, tarsi and apex of thighs and tibia, purplish green ; labrurn, base of 
mandibles, a humeral and apical lunule, and a central broad, more or less deflexed, band on each 
elytron, white. Beneath, with a long white pubescence, green; the breast and sides of thorax, 
coppery red. Length, 6-7 lines. 

Abundant on the coast of Lancashire and North Wales, but examples presenting the bright 
green colour of the one figured appear to be of exceedingly rare occurrence. ' 

C. sylvicola, Dej., is an Alpine species not hithei-to detected in Britain. 

Fig. 2. LEISTUS FULVIBARBIS, Dej., Curtis. [F. Carabidae. G. Leistus, Frbhtich.] 
Brownish black, with a faint bluish tint; mouth, antenna}, and legs red ; abdomen beneath 
reddish brown. Thorax heart-shaped, convex ; hinder angles rectangular, acute ; anterior margin 
and base with numerous large punctures. Elytra striate, the stria} punctured. Length, 3-31 
lines. 

Common in damp woods and swamps, beneath fallen leaves, and at the roots of grass. 

Fig. 3. NEBRIA LIVIDA, Linn., Curtis. [F. Carabidse. G. Nebria, Latreille.] 

Shining brownish black ; mouth, antennae, legs, thorax—except the front and hind margins— 
and outer margins of elytra, pale yellow ; beneath, reddish brown ; apex of abdomen, red. Thorax 
transverse, narrowed behind. Elytra striate, the strife punctured, the third interstice with three 
or four large punctures contiguous to the third stria. Length, 7-8 lines. 

Abundant at Bridlington Quay, near Scarborough, in the interstices of the argillaceous cliffs. 

Fig. 4. CYCIIRUS ROSTRATUS, Linn., Curtis. [F. Carabidse. G. Cychrus, Fabricius.] 

Deep black, above slightly shining, beneath glossy. Thorax with the sides reflexed, especially 
posteriorly, and with a deep transverse impression behind, its surface coarsely chagrined. Elytra 
ovate, chagrined like the thorax, each elytron usually presenting three faint, raised, longitudinal, 
interrupted lines. Length, 8-9 lines. 

Common in sand-pits, in moss at roots of trees in woods, and a frequent visitor at night 
to sugar spread on the trunks of trees to allure Lepidoptera. 

Fig. 5. CALOSOMA SYCOPHANTA, Linn., Curtis. [F. Carabidie. G. Calosoma, 
Weber.] 

Above, deep blue-black, elytra golden green, with a fiery, coppery red tint at the sides ; beneath 
and legs, black. Head and thorax thickly covered with confluent punctures. Elytra with sixteen

punctured striae, the interstices transversely wrinkled, the fourth, eighth, and twelfth with a row 
of five or six large punctures. Length, 10-15 lines. 

Occasionally found — sometimes floating on the sea at a considerable distance from the shore — 
on the coasts of Norfolk, Suffolk, Kent, the Isle of Wight, Devonshire, and Ireland ; and, probably, 
not truly indigenous. 


Pig. 6. CARABUS VIOLACEUS, Linn. var. c. [F. Carabkbe. G. Carabus, Linn.-] 
(C. exasperatus, Dufts, Dej., Curtis .) 

Oblong, black ; sides of thorax and of elytra blue, violet, or coppery. Head and thorax finely 
continently punctured, the latter quadrate, with its lateral margins reflexed, and its posterior 
angles produced and deflexed. Elytra elongate ovate, thickly granulate, the granules' united, and 
forming distinct, but more or less interrupted and irregular elevated longitudinal lines. Length, 
12-13 lines. 

Captured by Mr. Curtis in the Isle of Portland. 

The typical form, in which the granules on the elytra are finer, and present scarcely any trace 
of lines, is abundantly distributed, being found in sand-pits, fields, and gardens, and at the roots 
of trees in woods, throughout the country. 

Fig. 7. PELOPHILA BOREALIS, Payk., Curtis. [F. Caribidse. G. Pelophila, Dejean .] 

Above, brassy black, the sides of the thorax, and the elytra with a greenish or coppery tint; 
beneath, black. Head longitudinally wrinkled on each side near the eyes, and with two oblong, 
shallow fovese anteriorly between the antennas, obsoletely transversely wrinkled behind. Thorax 
wider than the head, transverse, narrowed posteriorly, thickly and coarsely punctured in front and 
behind, lateral margins reflexed. Elytra nearly twice as wide as the thorax, oblong, very shallowly 
striate, the striae minutely punctured, the third and fifth interstices with a series of large shallow 
impressions variable in number. The legs are generally rusty red, sometimes brown, occasionally 
nearly or wholly black. Length, 5-61 lines. 

Sandy shores of Lough-Neagh, Ireland ; and in the Orkney and Shetland Isles. 

Fig. 8. BRACHINUS SCLOPETA, Fab., Curtis. \_F. Brachinidse. G. Brachinus, Weber. 

Bombardier Beetles.] 

Oblong, convex, rusty red ; elytra, bright blue ; the suture, from the base to within about one- 
third of the apex, rusty red. Length, 2^-3^ lines. 

Very rare in Britain. The following localities have been recorded :—Devonshire ; Southend, 
Essex ; Hastings, Sussex ; and Norfolk. 


Fig. 9. NEBRIA GYLLENHALII, Schamh. [F. Carabidee. G. Nebria, Latreille .] 
(Helobia Gyllenhalii, Curtis .) 

Black. Head with two shallow foveas in front, and a small shallow impression on the crown. 
Thorax heart-shaped, transverse, constricted behind ; the posterior angles acutely rectangular, 
the lateral margins reflexed. Elytra oblong, their sides nearly parallel, deeply striate, the striae 
more or less distinctly punctured ; a row of from three to five large punctures on the third interstice 
contiguous to the third stria. Legs black ; tarsi reddish, or pitchy red, with the tips of the thighs 
darker, or entirely rusty red. Length, 4-5 lines. 

An abundant species in the mountains of North Wales, the north of England, Ireland, and 
Scotland.

Fig. 10. DRYPTA DENTATA, Rossi. [F. Dryptidse. G. Drypta, Fabricius .] (D. 

emarginata, Fab., Curtis.) 

Bright green, or blue with a greenish tint ; clothed with a short, sub-erect, amber yellow 
pubescence; labrum, mandibles, palpi, legs, and antennai red, the latter with the apex of the first 
and third joints, and a patch on the second, dusky. Head and thorax thickly and coarsely 
punctate. Elytra deeply striate, the striae deeply punctate, interstices flat, punctured. Length, 
4 lines. 

Exceedingly local, and rare. Lyme Regis, Dorset; Faversliam, Kent; Hastings, Sussex ; 
Luccombe, Isle of Wight; and Alverstoke, Hants. 

Fig. 11. LEBIA TURCICA, Fab., Curtis. [F. Lebiidae. G. Lebia, Latr.] 

Black ; mouth, antennae, thorax, scutellum and legs red ; elytra with a large triangular pale 
yellow humeral patch extending to the second stria, the striae fine but deep, minutely punctate, 
interstices obsoletely punctate, the third with two large punctures contiguous to the third stria ; 
abdomen with a pitchy red patch in the middle beneath. Length, 2-2£ lines. 

Taken by the late Dr. Leach in Oakhampton Park, Devon. 

Fig. 12. LEBIA CYANOCEPHALA, Linn. [F. Lebiidse. G. Lebia, Latr.~\ (Lamprias 
cyanocephalus, Curtis.) 

Shining blue, sometimes with a purple tint; basal joint of antennas, thorax, and legs red ; rest 
of antennas, apex of thighs, and tarsi black. Elytra finely punctate—striate, interstices con¬ 
spicuously punctate. Length, 2J-3§ lines. 

Appears partial to the chalk, and occurs in many places in the south of England, beneath 
stones, in moss, and by brushing. Darenth, Kent; Reigate and Mickleham, Surrey, &c. 


Fig. 13. POLYSTICHUS YITTATUS, BrulU. [F. Dryptidm. G. Polystichus, Boneliq 
(P. fasciolatus. Fab., Curtis, but not of Rossi.) 

Above, pitchy brown, with a long yellow pubescence; a central longitudinal stripe on each 
elytron, antennae and legs ferruginous. Head and thorax thickly and deeply punctate. Elytra 
deeply striate, the striae finely punctate, interstices very thickly and finely punctate, with a rojv of 
large punctures between the outer stria and the margin. Length, 4-4£ lines. 

Excessively local, but occasionally abundant. Southwold, Suffolk ; Cley, Norfolk ; Sandown, 
Isle of Wight; and near Hastings, Sussex. 


Fig. 14. ODACANTHA MELANURA, Linn., Curtis. [F. Odacanthidau G. Odacantha, 
Paykull.~\ 

Head and thorax bright bluish green, the latter sub-cylindrical, much narrower than the head, 
transversely wrinkled, sparsely and coarsely punctate, with a fine central longitudinal impressed 
line. Mandibles red ; palpi and antennae black, the latter with the three basal joints and the 
extreme base of the fourth yellowish red. Elytra yellowish red, with a bluish-black apical 
patch, finely striate-punctate, interstices smooth. Abdomen bluish black ; breast, yellowish red ; 
legs, yellowish red ; tips of thighs, black ; tarsi, pitchy. Length, 3| lines. 
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Abundant, in the spring and autumn, in the fenny districts of Huntingdonshire, Norfolk, and 
Cambridge ; also near Swansea ; in Surrey, near Three Bridges and Earlswood Common ; in the 
stems of the Reed-mace (Typha latifolia )j it has likewise occurred in the vicinity of the metropolis, 
near Hammersmith. 

Fig. 15. CYMINDIS VAPORARIORUM, Linn. [F. LebMx. G. Cymindis, Latr.] 
(Tarns basalis, Curtis .) 

Reddish brown or brownish black, pubescent; antennae and parts of the mouth pitchy red. 
Head and thorax rather thickly and coarsely punctate; the latter heart-shaped, with a faint 
central longitudinal channel, its posterior angles acute and prominent. Elytra elongate ovate, 
rather convex, punctate-striate, interstices thickly and deeply punctate, the base red brown. 
Legs, pitchy red. Length, 4-4| lines. 

Not uncommon in the mountainous districts of Wales and Scotland. 

Fig. 16. DEMETRIAS MONOSTIGMA, Leach* Curtis. [F. Lebiidm. G. Demetrius, 
Bonelli.] 

Reddish yellow. Head black, shining ; mandibles, pitchy red. Thorax heart-shaped, with a 
very conspicuous central longitudinal channel, its posterior angles slightly prominent. Elytra 
faintly punctate-striate, with a common pitchy-black, ill-defined patch at the apex within. 
Length, 2-21 lines. 

Formerly abundant in the fens of Huntingdonshire and Cambridgeshire; common at the 
roots of grass, &c., near Deal, and in other places on the south and west coasts in the spring and 
autumn. 

Fig. 17. METABLETUS OBSCUROGUTTATUS, Duftschmidt. [F. Lebiidm. G. Meta- 
bletus, Schmidt■ Goebel.'] (Dromius spilotus, Dejean, Curtis.) 

Brownish black with a slight brassy hue. Head smooth ; antenna) black ; pitchy red at the 
base. Thorax short, sub-quadrate, narrowed behind, with a distinct central longitudinal dhannel, 
its posterior angles obtuse. Elytra very faintly striate, with an ovate spot, frequently indistinct, 
on the shoulders, occasionally another smaller one near the apex, and the reflexed margin brownish 
yellow. Legs pitchy red, the thighs darker. Length, 1^-1^ lines. 

Not common, although widely distributed. Near London, at Hornsey, at roots of grass on 
shady banks ; Holme Fen, Hunts; Isle of Wight; Tunbridge Wells ; near Reigate, Surrey, 
&c. $c. 

Fig. 18. CLIVINA COLLARIS, Herbst, Curtis. [F. Scaritidse. G, Clivina, Latr.] 

Head reddish, brown, smooth, with a central impressed line on the forehead, and two large 
punctures behind the eyes; antennae, mandibles, and palpi, red. Thorax, pitchy brown, sub¬ 
quadrate, slightly narrowed anteriorly, with a transverse arcuate impressed line in front, and a 
conspicuous central longitudinal channel. Elytra red ; the suture frequently pitchy black ; deeply 
striate, the striae closely and rather finely punctate; interstices flat, the third with two or three 
large punctures contiguous to the third stria. Legs red. Length, 2| lines. 

Local, but widely, although sparingly, distributed throughout England, and occasionally found 
in Scotland.

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Fig. 19. FERONIA (LYPERUS) ATERRIMUS, Payk. [F. Feroniidse. G. Feronia, 
Latr. s-G. Lyperus, Chaudoir .] (Omaseus aterrimus, Curtis.) 

Deep shining black. Head much narrower than the thorax ; smooth, with two deep curved 
impressions between the antennae. Thorax sub-quadrate, scarcely narrowed behind, slightly 
rounded at the sides, its lateral margins reflexed, posterior angles rounded, disk convex, a deep 
finely rugulose fovea on each side at the base. Elytra a trifle wider than the thorax, elongate, 
finely punctate-striate ; interstices flat, smooth, the third with three large impressions, the anterior 
of which is contiguous to the third stria, the two posterior to the second stria. Length, 6|-7 lines. 

Formerly abundant at Whittlesea Mere, and in the fens of Cambridgeshire and Norfolk. 

Fig. 20. FERONIA (PTEROSTICHUS) ELONGATUS, Curtis. [P. Feroniidse. G. 

Feronia, Latr. s-G. Pterostiehus, Bonelli.'] (Pterostichus pyrenaeus ? deChaudoir.) 

Narrow, elongate, shining black. Head large, nearly as wide as the thoi'ax ; antenna', 
brownish, the three basal joints black. Thorax broader than long, narrowed behind, posterior 
angles acute, with a conspicuous central longitudinal channel, and an elongate fovea on each side 
at the base. Elytra scarcely wider than the thorax, elongate, their sides parallel, sinuate- 
truncate at the apex ; the sutural angle acute ; finely striate, the strife minutely, remotely, and 
obscurely punctate ; interstices flat, smooth, the third with five large impressed points, of which 
the anterior is contiguous to the third, the four posterior to the second stria. Length, 7 ^ lines? 

Nearly allied to Feronia (Pterostichus) Lasserei, Fairm., but readily distinguished by its 
narrower form, and its elongate, depressed, parallel, sub-truncate elytra. 

Introduced into the British list upon the authority of an example, extant in the British 
Museum, supposed to have been taken, many years ago, in Devonshire, by Dr. Leach. 

Fig. 21. POGONUS LURIDIPENNIS, Germar. [F. Feroniidse. G. Pogonus, Dejean.] 
(P. Burrellii, Curtis.) 

Head and thorax bright green, with a brassy or coppery tint; palpi, antennse, legs, and 
elytra, pale yellow ; the latter occasionally with a dark, ill-defined patch on the disk. Head 
conspicuously narrower than the thorax ; smooth behind ; finely chagrined anteriorly and at the 
sides, with two broad longitudinal impressions between the eyes. Thorax much broader than 
long, rounded at the sides, .narrowed behind ; the base depressed and ruggedly punctate ; posterior 
angles nearly rectangular; foveae shallow, bounded externally by a little ridge ; disk convex 
transversely wrinkled, dorsal channel distinct. Elytra elongate-ovate, finely punctate-striate ; 
interstices flat, the third with three impressions, the two anterior contiguous to the third stria, 
the posterior to the second stria. Underside brassy green. Length, 3|-3| lines. 

First discovered in Britain near Salthouse on the coast of Norfolk. Taken, also, near 
Lymington; and abundantly near Sheerness, on the muddy margins of pools of salt water. 

Fig. 22. DYSC1IIRIUS NITIDUS, Dejean. \F. Scaritida?. G. Dyschirius, Fabricius.] 
(D. inermis, Curtis.) 

Brassy black, with a slight bluish or greenish tint. Head usually smooth, bi-dentate in front, 
forehead with a deep transverse impressed line, which is sometimes interrupted in the middle, a 
deep furrow on each side, the space intervening between it and the eye forming an elevated ridge, 
a broad, shallow depression in the centre, and one or two indistinct transverse striae behind ; man¬ 
dibles, palpi, and base of antennae, pitchy red. Thorax ovate, convex, longer than broad, its 
greatest width a little behind the middle, with an arcuate impressed line in front, the space en¬ 
closed between it and the anterior margin with fine closely set longitudinal stria', central 
longitudinal channel deep. Elytra oblong ovate, sub-truncate at the base, shoulders moderately 
rounded, with eight dorsal stria;, the first and second uniting at the base in a deep round im¬ 
pression, the strife of equal depth from base to apex, but becoming gradually shallower towards 
the sides, distinctly punctured at the base, interstices smooth, the third with two or three large 
punctures contiguous to the third stria. Legs reddish-brown ; of the anterior the thighs robust, 
black, the tibias wide, their external margin unarmed. Length, 2-2J lines. 

Preston Marsh, and Lytham, Lancashire ; and, it is said, near Yarmouth. 
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Fig. 23. MISCODERA ARCTICA, Payk. [F. Broscidse. G. Miscodera, Eschscholtz.] 
(Leiochiton Readii, Curtis .) 

Shining bluish or greenish-black ; parts of the mouth, antennas, and legs, red. Head smooth, 
with two longitudinal impressions between the eyes, and a transverse impression in front. Thorax 
globose, smooth, as long as wide, constricted and punctate behind, the sides rounded, with a faint 
central longitudinal impressed line. Elytra ovate, punctate-striate, the strise obliterated at the 
apex and at the sides. Beneath brown, apex of abdomen pitchy red. Length, 3 lines. 

Inhabits the mountains of North Wales and Scotland, and the elevated moors of Yorkshire. 


Fig. 24. FERONIA (STEROPUS) .dETHIOPS, Panzer. [F. Feroniid®. G. Feronia, 

Lat. s-G. Steropus, Megerle.] (Steropus concmnus, Curtis.) 

Black, shining. Head smooth with a broad, shallow impression on each side in front. Thorax 
transverse, its greatest width a little before the middle, rounded at the sides, narrowed behind, 
disk convex, with a distinct central longitudinal furrow, posterior angles rounded, on each side at 
the base a large ruggedly punctate fovea. Elytra ob-ovate, convex, deeply striate, the striae 
impunctate, interstices convex, the third with two or three large punctures contiguous to the third 
stria. The male has the penultimate segment of the abdomen armed beneath in the centre with 
an acute tubercle, and the apex of the terminal segment with a shallow fovea. Length, 5-51 lines. 

Not uncommon on the mountains of North Wales, Cumberland, and Scotland. 


Fig. 25. PATROBUS SEPTENTRIONIS, Dejean. [F. Feroniidse. G. Patrobus, 
Dejean.'] (P. alpinus, Curtis .) 

Pitchy black. Head smooth, with a deep longitudinal punctate furrow on each side between 
the eyes, and a deep punctate transverse impression behind ; palpi pitchy red, antennae, dark brown. 
Thorax convex, transverse, narrowed behind, the sides rounded in front, posterior angles acutely 
rectangular, a triangular impressed sparsely punctate space in front, a large coarsely punctate 
fovea on each side behind. Elytra oblong ovate, the shoulders rather prominent, striate, the 
striae thickly punctate, interstices flat, the third with three large punctures. Wings ample. 
Beneath with the prothorax somewhat thickly and deeply punctate, flanks of the metathorax 
obsoletely punctate. Thighs pitchy black, tibiae and tarsi pitchy red. Length, 4|-4£ lines. 

An alpine species, found on Ben Lomond and other mountains of Scotland. 


Fig. 26. DIACIIROMUS GERMANUS, Linn. [F. Harpalidae. G. Diachromus, Erich.] 
(Ophonus germanus, Curtis.) 

Above clothed with a dense short pubescence, thickly and deeply punctate. Head reddish 
yellow ; antennae, with the exception of the four basal joints, pitchy brown. Thorax blue or bluish 
green, its lateral margins narrowly red, heart-shaped, posterior angles acute, with a deep elongate 
impression at the base on each side. Scutellum black. Elytra ovate, reddish yellow, with a 
common bluish green patch at the apex within, striate, the striae usually impunctate. Beneath, 
except the head, deep shining black. Legs testaceous. Length, 4-4| lines. 

Very rare in Britain. It has occurred at Kingsbridge, Hastings, and Deal. 


Fig. 27. HARPALUS LATUS, Linn., var. [F. Harpalidse. G. Harpalus, Latr.] 
(Harpalus ruficeps, Curtis.) 

Pitchy black, sides of thorax, palpi, antennae, and legs, and occasionally the head and lateral 
margins of the elytra brownish red. Head wide. Thorax transverse, quadrate, scarcely per¬ 
ceptibly narrowed behind, Avith a distinct central longitudinal furrow, posterior angles rectangular 
with their extreme summits rounded, base thickly rugulose punctate, with a shallow elongate fovea 
on each side. Elytra ovate, slightly emarginate near the apex, deeply striate, the stride 
impunctate, interstices smooth. Length, 3|-4| lines. Common throughout the country.

Fig. 28. LICINUS DEPRESSUS, Payk., Curtis. [F. Licinid®. G. Licinus, Lair.] 

Black, sub-opaque. Head sparsely and finely punctate. Thorax convex, a little wider than 
long, with a conspicuous central longitudinal furrow, slightly rounded at the sides, narrowed 
behind, emarginate at the base, the lateral margins reflexed posteriorly, posterior angles rounded, 
very thickly and somewhat coarsely punctate. Elytra depressed, a little wider than the thorax, 
finely striate, the striae finely punctate, interstices flat, thickly punctate. Length, 4-4| lines. 

In Britain this species appears to be confined to the chalk, and to be distributed over a very 
limited area. It has occurred, occasionally in some plenty, at Box Hill, Mickleham, and near 
Reigate, Surrey ; at Dover, and near Canterbury, Kent; and near Brighton, Sussex. 


Fig. 29. FERONIA (POECILUS) LEPIDUS, Fab. [F. Feroniidje. G. Feronia, Latr. 
s-G. Poecilus, Bonelli.] (P. lepidus, Curtis.) 

Black ; head and thorax brassy green, sometimes with a coppery tint; elytra bright cupreous, 
the sides brassy green, of the male shining, of the female sub-opaque. Head smooth, with an 
elongate shallow fovea on each side between the eyes. Thorax a trifle broader than long, slightly 
narrowed behind, posterior angles nearly rectangular, convex in front, depressed behind, smooth, 
with a deeply impressed central longitudinal line, and two deep linear rugose longitudinal 
impressions on each side at the base, the outer one bounded externally by a ridge. Elytra a trifle 
wider than the thorax, elongate, deeply striate, the stria; impunctate, interstices somewhat convex, 
the third with three large punctures. Beneath greenish black. Length, 5-6 lines. 

Local, but widely distributed. Charlton, Weybridge, Toll-cross near Glasgow. 


Fig. 30. ZABRUS OBESUS, Dejean, Curtis. (F. Feroniidse. G. Zabrus, Clairville .) 

Robust, convex, black, thorax with a brassy, elytra with a greenish, olivaceous or coppery tint. 
Head wide with two shallow' impressions between the antenna?. Thorax transverse, slightly 
narrowed in front, its sides rounded, base broadly emarginate, margins punctate, disk smooth, with 
a faint central longitudinal impressed line. Elytra ovate, striate, the striae smooth or very 
minutely and obsoletely punctate, interstices slightly convex, with a series of punctures on the 
lateral margin. Beneath black ; tibiae and tarsi pitchy red. Length, 7-8 lines. 

Inhabits the Pyrenees, but only at high altitudes : introduced, but erroneously, into the British 
List on the authority of a specimen said to have been taken in Devonshire by Dr. Leach. 


Fig. 31. CALLISTUS LUNATUS, Fab., Curtis. [. F . Chlmniidse. G. Callistus, Bonelli.] 

Head black with a blue tint, rather thickly and coarsely punctate, smooth in front; palpi, 
mandibles and two basal joints of antennae rusty-red. Thorax rusty-red, heart-shaped, convex, very 
thickly, somewhat less coarsely punctate than the head, posterior angles acute. Elytra ovate, 
faintly striaffe, the dorsal stria? with a few indistinct punctures, yellow, each with three bluish- 
black patches, the first small, transverse, at the base just above the shoulder ; the second transverse, 
situate a little behind the middle, and extending from the lateral margin to the first stria ; the 
third occupying the apex with the exception of its extreme tip, united with the second at the 
outer margin and extending to the suture. Beneath bluish-black. Thighs black, testaceous at 
the base ; tibiae pale yellow, with the base and tips black, tarsi pitchy-brown. Length, 3 lines. 

Local, and apparently restricted to the chalk. Dover, Canterbury, and Folkestone, Kent; 
Mickleham, near Reigate, and near Croydon, Surrey. 

Fig. 32. CHLiENIUS SULCICOLLIS, Payk., Curtis. [F. Chlmniidm, G. Chimnius, 
Bonelli.] 

Above black, opaque. Head with two longitudinal impressions between the antennas. Thorax 
trans\ erse, narrowed in front, its sides reflexed, with a dense, short, yellowish-browm pubescence, 
punctate, the punctures coarse and sparse on the anterior portion, fine, thick, and somewhat con¬ 
fluent behind ; central longitudinal channel broad and ruggedly punctate, dilated posteriorly, not 
extending to the base, and on each side a broad punctate impression ascending as far as the middle. 
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Elytra finely striate, the stria? very minutely punctate, interstices thickly coriaceous, clothed with 
a short decumbent brown pubescence interspersed with yellow hairs, which are usually more 
numerous on the alternate interstices. Underside and legs shining black. Length, 6 lines. . 

A single example only of this beautiful species has hitherto occurred in Britain ; it was found, 
dead, by the late Mr. Charles Curtis, at Covehithe on the Suffolk coast. 

Fig. 33. BADISTER UNIPUSTULATUS, Bonelli. [F. Licinidse. G. Badister, Claim.'] 
(B. cephalotes, Dejean, Curtis.) 

Head bluish-black, smooth, nearly as wide as the thorax ; palpi reddish-yellow, the apex of 
the terminal joint dusky ; antennae reddish-yellow, apex of the first and second, and the three 
or four following, entirely pitchy-brown. Thorax reddish-yellow, transverse, much narrowed 
behind, with a deep, broad, central, longitudinal channel; posterior angles rounded, a broad, deep 
impression on each side behind. Scutellum reddish-yellow. Elytra reddish-yellow, each with two 
bluish-black patches, the first transverse, situate in the middle, the second lunate, at the apex, and 
frequently united at the sides with the first; finely striate, the striae impunctate, interstices flat, 
smooth. Beneath black, the flancs of the mesothorax and the legs yellow. Length, 3| lines. 

Local, but widely distributed. It frequents marshy places, and has occurred, occasionally in 
plenty, at Shepherd’s Bush, Newark, Winterbourne-stoke, Holme Fen, &c. &c. 

Fig. 34. FERONIA (LAGARUS) INiEQUALIS, Marsham. [F.YevonMx. G. Feronia, 
Latr. s-G. L agar us, de Chaudoir.] (Argutor longicollis, Curtis .) 

Oblong, depressed, reddish or pitchy brown. Head with two deep impressions between the 
eyes ; palpi, and antennae red. Thorax a little longer than broad, narrowed behind, the sides 
rounded anteriorly, nearly straight posteriorly, smooth, posterior angles acutely rectangular, the 
base with a deep elongate depression on each side. Elytra oblong, sides parallel, deeply striate, 
the striae with large, deep, closely set punctures, interstices flat, smooth, the third with several large 
punctures towards the apex. Beneath thickly punctate at the sides. Legs red. Length, 2|-2f lines. 

Generally distributed. Highgate and Hampstead, near London; Gravesend, Kent; Northfleet, 
Essex ; near Croydon, Surrey, &c. It frequents humid places. 


Fig. 35. CALATHUS PUNCTIPENNIS, Germar. [F. Feroniidse. G. Calathus, Bonelli.] 
(C. latus, Dej., Curtis.) 

Pitchy black, with the palpi and antennae, and occasionally the lateral margins of the thorax, 
ferruginous. Thorax wide behind, narrow in front, posterior angles rectangular rounded at their 
summits, base punctured, with two shallow elongate impressions on each side. Elytra ovate, 
striate, the striae thickly punctate, interstices flat, smooth, the third and fifth with a series of 
punctures contiguous to the striae. Legs brownish black. Length, 5|-6| lines. 

A native of southern Europe, and said to have been taken by Dr. Leach in Devonshire. 

Fig. 36. ANCIIOMENUS (AGONUM) AUSTRIACUS, Fab. [F. Feroniid*. G. An- 
chomenus, Erickson. s-G. Agonum, Bonelli.] (Agoflum austriacum, Curtis.) 

Head and thorax bright coppery red, with a greenish tint. Elytra bright green with a silky 
lustre, the suture and sides frequently with a coppery red hue. Head faintly wrinkled in front, 
smooth posteriorly, with a shallow elongate impression on each side, between the antennae ; parts 
of mouth and antennae black, the three basal joints of the latter with a faint greenish tint. Thorax 
a trifle broader than long, slightly narrowed behind, the sides rounded,the lateral margins reflexed; 
posterior angles rounded ; a large, shallow impression on each side at the base. Elytra finely 
striate, the striae finely punctate, interstices flat, smooth, the third with six punctures, of which 
the two anterior are usually contiguous to the third stria, the four posterior to the second stria. 
Beneath dark green with a faint brassy tint. Legs black, the thighs with a faint green tint. 
Length, 3|-4 lines. 

Widely distributed throughout Europe, but apparently excessively rare in Britain, the only 
recorded localities being Kingsbridge, Devonshire ; Clengre, Gloucestershire; and Cornwall.

Fig. 38. TRECHUS MICROS, Herbst. [F. Trechidse. G. Trechus, Clairv.] (Blemus 
micros, Curtis.) 

Head reddish brown, with two deep oblique impressions on the forehead, antennae and parts 
of the mouth reddish yellow. Thorax reddish brown, narrowed posteriorly, rounded at the sides 
in front, with a deep central longitudinal furrow, and a large impression on each side behind, 
posterior angles nearly rectangular. Elytra reddish yellow, each with an ill-defined dusky patch 
near the apex, oblong, finely striate, the strias obliterated externally, faintly punctate, the first and 
third united at the base, interstices flat, thickly and minutely punctate, the fourth with two large 
punctures. Abdomen and legs reddish yellow, breast reddish brown. Length, 2 lines. 

Widely, but sparingly distributed: inhabits the roots of tufts of coarse grass and rushes in 
marshy places. 

Fig. 39. MASOREUS WETTERHALII, Gyll. [F. Lebiidse. G. Masoreus, Dej.] (M. 
luxatus, Curtis.) 

Reddish brown, smooth and shining. Head dusky, antenuai and parts of mouth testaceous 
red. Thorax transverse, emarginate in front, obliquely truncate on each side at the base, the sides 
rounded, with a distinct central longitudinal channel, posterior angles very obtuse. Elytra with a 
large ill-defined dusky patch occupying the apical two-thirds, ovate, striate, the strias minutely 
punctate ; interstices flat, smooth. Legs red. Length, 2-2| lines. 

Inhabits the coast, occurring, occasionally in plenty, at Deal; the Isle of Portland ; Sheerness, 
& c. 

Fig. 40. CILLENUM LATERALE, Leach, Curtis. [F. Bembidiidse. G. Cillenum, Curtis.] 

Head and thorax shining, bright brassy green, with a faint coppery tinge. Head with a deep 
elongate impression on each side between the antennge, which are reddish yellow, with the apex 
and parts of the mouth reddish brown. Thorax heart-shaped, constricted behind, convex, covered 
with faint transverse wrinkles, posterior angles rectangular ; base depressed, with a broad, shallow 
fovea on each side. Elytra sub-opaque, testaceous, with an obscure dusky cloud posteriorly, 
elongate, flattish, sides parallel; striate, the strias broad and shallow, very indistinctly punctate; 
interstices convex, finely reticulate, the third wide, with four or five large punctures contiguous to 
the third stria. Beneath black, with a greenish tint; margin of thorax and abdomen reddish 
yellow. Legs testaceous. Length, lf-2 lines. 

Abundant near Liverpool; on the Chesil Bank, Isle of Portland ; Smallmouth Sands, near 
Weymouth ; vicinity of Harwich, &c. 

Fig. 41. NOTIOPHILUS RUFIPES, Curtis. [F. Elaphridje. G. Notiophilus, Dumeril] 

Above shining brassy black. Head broad, deeply striate in front, punctate behind ; an ten inn 
and palpi pitchy black, red at the base. Thorax heart-shaped, constricted behind, flattish, thickly 
and coarsely punctate, a small space on the disc smooth, with a conspicuous central longitudinal 
channel, and an impression on each side at the base. Elytra oblong, striate, the strias closely and 
coarsely punctate, those exterior to the broad glabrous discoidal space, approximate, extending to 
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the apex, the second interstice with a large impression. Beneath black. Legs red, terminal joints 
of tarsi and occasionally the posterior thighs pitchy brown. Length, 2|-3 lines. 

Near Carlisle; at Shirly Common, near Croydon, Surrey ; and at Darenth Wood, and 
Greenwich Park, Kent; beneath dead leaves in shady places. 

Fig. 42. ELAPHRUS ULIGINOSUS, Fab. Curtis. [F. Elaphrid®. G. Elaphras, F] 

Above brassy green or brown, the head, sides of thorax, and sometimes of the elytra, coppery. 
Head thickly, rather finely, punctate, constricted and depressed behind the eyes, a transverse ridge 
between the antennae, an elongate curved impression on each side, and a shallow fovea on the fore¬ 
head ; mandibles, palpi, and antennae black, three basal joints of the latter brassy green. Thorax 
wider than the head, its greatest width in the middle, narrowed in front, constricted behind, the 
sides rounded and dilated anteriorly, posterior angles acute and slightly prominent; thickly 
punctate ; central impressed longitudinal line terminating in front in two curved foveas, dilated 
behind, reaching neither the anterior nor posterior margin, on each side, equidistant from it and 
the lateral margin, a round fovea; hind margin obliquely truncate on each side, with a large 
impression at the angles. Elytra ovate, each with four rows of ocellated violet semi-opaque 
impressions united by longitudinal nearly smooth ridges ; interstices finely and rather thickly 
punctate. Underside and thighs brassy green; tibia and tarsi bluish green. Length, 3|-4 lines. 

Frequents peaty bogs. Found at Rannoch ; on the Grampians ; Whittlesea Mere, &c. 

Fig. 43. HALIPLUS FULVUS, Fab. [F. Haliplid®. G. Haliplus, Lair.'] (H. ferrugineus, 
Curtis .) 

Rust-red, elytra with oblong fuscous patches, elongate-ovate, convex. Head minutely and 
sparsely punctate, palpi and antenna testaceous. Thorax longer than broad, narrowed in front, 
anterior margin slightly produced in the middle, posterior margin bi-sinuate, punctate, punctures 
somewhat closely set in front and behind, sparser on the disc. Elytra ovate, obliquely truncate at 
the apex, sutural angle produced, each with ten rows of large punctures ; interstices flat, with a 
few small irregularly disposed punctures. Length, 2 lines. 

Common in ponds and ditches throughout the country. 

Fig. 44. BLETHISA MULTIPUNCTATA, Linn., Curtis. [F. Elaphrid®. G. Blethisa, 
Bonelli .] 

Brassy brown, margins of thorax and elytra brassy green, antenna} and legs black. Head with 
a transverse impression between the antenna}, a deep bi-arcuate fovea on each side near the eyes, 
and a transverse impressed line behind them, smooth in front, finely and sparsely punctate 
posteriorly. Thorax much wider than the head, transverse, slightly narrowed in front, sides 
gently rounded, lateral margins reflexed, the sides and base ruggedly punctate, posterior angles 
acute, hinder margin with a large deep punctate impression on each side bounded externally by 
a longitudinal ridge. Elytra oblong, wider than the thorax, each with nine shallow striae, the 
striae finely remotely punctate, interstices uneven, the third with four or five, the fifth with two 
large impressions. Length, 5-51 lines. 

Local, but widely distributed. Conceals itself at the roots of plants growing on the muddy 
margins of lakes, &c. 

Fig. 45. HYDROPORUS DECORATUS, Gyll., Curtis. [F. Hydroporid®. G. Hydro- 
poms, Clairv.'] 

Reddish brown, head, anterior and lateral margins of thorax, base of antennas, legs, sides and 
two spots on each elytron ferruginous. Head finely and sparsely punctate. Thorax transverse, 
narrowed and widely emarginate in front, sides slightly rounded, base bi-sinuate, rather coarsely 
and somewhat thickly punctate in front and behind, very finely and sparsely on the disc. Elytra 
with the external margin and a sub-humeral and a sub-apical transverse spot united thereto rust- 
red, coarsely and sparsely punctate, the interstices with finer punctures. Length, 1| line. 

The localities registered for this species are: York; Norfolk; Northampton; and near 
London; apparently scarce. 
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Fig. 46. NOTERUS SPARSUS, Mar sham, Curtis. [F. Colymbeticlae. G. Noterus, Clairv.] 

Head, thorax, antennae, and legs rust-red, elytra reddish brown. Head large, convex, smooth. 
Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, anterior margin widely emarginate, sides slightly rounded, 
base sinuate, posterior angles rectangular, smooth. Elytra obconic, gradually narrowed from the 
base to the apex, with large scattered punctures tending to stria; at the base. Length, 2|-2$ lines. 
Common in ponds and ditches.

Above pale testaceous, oblong ovate, wide, depressed. Head with an arcuate black mark 
between the eyes.' Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, anterior margin widely and deeply 
emarginate, the sides slightly rounded, the base with a short deep longitudinal impressed line on 
each side, and a transverse black band frequently interrupted in the middle. Elytra broad ovate, 
each with the suture, six longitudinal lines, more or less confluent, and two lateral patches black. 
Underside black. Tips of palpi, antennae, and tarsi fuscous. Length, 2-2 J lines.

Fig. 48. COLYMBETES CICUR, Fab. [F. Colymbetidsc. G. Colymbetes, Clairv.] 
(C. Consobrinus, Curtis .) 

Elongate ovate, slightly convex. Head black, labrum and a large round spot on the crown 
reddish yellow, thickly and minutely punctate; antennae and palpi testaceous. Thorax pitchy 
black, anterior margin narrowly, sides broadly, reddish yellow, and usually a longitudinal streak 
on the disc of the same colour, transverse, narrowed and deeply emarginate in front; sides gently 
rounded; base slightly sinuate; a short central impressed longitudinal line ; posterior angles 
nearly rectangular ; irregularly punctate. Scutellum and elytra reddish yellow, the latter irrorated 
with innumerable minute round black spots, the outer margin and four longitudinal lines on each 
reddish yellow, elongate ovate, each with three rows of punctures. Underside and legs reddish 
yellow. Length, 7|-8 lilies. 

Inhabits the Cape of Good Hope. 

Fig. 49. HYDATICUS CINEREUS, Linn., Curtis. [F. Dytiscidee. G. Hydaticus, Leach.] 

Ovate, convex. Head yellow, the base and a semicircular mark on the forehead black, finely 
and rather thickly punctate ; antennal and palpi reddish yellow. Thorax yellow, the anterior and 
posterior margins broadly black, transverse, narrowed and broadly emarginate in front, sides very 
gently rounded. Scutellum black. Elytra pitchy black, with innumerable minute round yellow 
spots distributed over the entire disc, external margins yellow ; ovate, exceedingly minutely and 
rather thickly punctate, each presenting traces of three longitudinal rows of large punctures. 
Underside and legs reddish yellow. Length, 6^-7 lines.

Narrow, sub-parallel, convex, glossy black with a bluish tint. Head with two small round 
impressions between the eyes ; palpi reddish yellow ; antenna; fuscous. Thorax transverse, nar¬ 
rowed and emarginate in front, sides gently rounded, base sinuate. Elytra elongate ovate, each 
with ten rows of brassy punctures, interstices smooth. Beneath black, reflexed margin of elytra, 
sides of thorax, apex of abdomen, and legs yellowish red. Length, 3-3f lines. 

Occurs, not uncommonly, near the coast, in salt marshes, and ditches of brackish water.

(A. caliginosus, Curtis .) 

Ovate, depressed. Head pitchy black, parts of the mouth, antennas, and an arcuate patch 
between the eyes reddish yellow, finely reticulate and sparsely minutely punctate. Thorax pitchy 
black, margins, and a central transverse band dilated posteriorly at each end, and sometimes 
interrupted in the middle, reddish yellow; transverse, narrowed and emarginate in front, sides 
slightly rounded, base sinuate, posterior angles acute; finely reticulate and distinctly punctate, the 
punctures sparse in front and in the middle, closely set at the sides. Scutellum black, finely 
reticulate. Elytra reddish yellow, covered, save along the suture and at the sides, with innumerable 
small confluent black spots, broad ovate, dilated at the sides behind the middle, minutely punctate, 
each with three indistinct longitudinal ridges.

The female has the thorax depressed, especially at the sides posteriorly, and the elytra have 
each four wide longitudinal channels clothed with long yellowish red pubescence. 

Found in the Fens of Huntingdonshire and Lincolnshire; in the north of England ; and in 
Scotland. 


Pig. 53. CYBISTER ROESELII, Fab., Curtis, 5 . [_F. Dytiscidse. G. Cybister, Curtis.] 

Ovate, dilated behind, depressed. Head olive-green, shining, very minutely and sparsely 
punctate, labrum, epistome, palpi, and antennas pale yellow. Thorax olive-green, lateral margins 
broadly, centre of the anterior and posterior margins very narrowly, yellow; transverse, narrowed 
and emarginate in front, sides slightly rounded, base sinuate, posterior angles acute, with an ex¬ 
ceedingly fine and sparse punctation, and a few large punctures at the sides and along the anterior 
margin. Elytra ovate, brownish olive-green, with a broad pale yellow sub-marginal band, and a 
narrow oblique stripe at the apex, each with three rows of punctures. Underside and legs reddish 
yellow. Length, 12-15 lines. 

The female differs from the male in having the thorax covered with deeply impressed curved 
lines, and the elytra furnished to within about a fifth of their length from the apex with closely 
set waved longitudinal strigae. 

The only example hitherto detected in Britain « was found the 30th September, 1826. in a 
puddle at Walton, Essex.” 


Pig. 54. PARNUS PROLEFERICORNIS, Fab. [F. Parnidse. G. Pamirs, Fab.'] (P. 
impvessus, Curtis.) 

Fuscous, clothed with a dense short yellowish-grey pubescence, elongate, sub-cylindrical, finely 
and rather thickly punctate. Head depressed in front; antennae approximate, black, the club 
reddish yellow. Thorax a little narrower than the elytra, narrowed in front, with a slightly curved 
impressed line on each side, and occasionally two foveae near the base. Elytra with feeble traces of 
striae. Length, 2 |- 2 | lines. 

Common on the muddy margins of ponds and ditches. 
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Fig. 55. HYDRiENA TEST ACE A, Curtis. [F Elophoridae. G. Ilydraena, Kugelann.'] 

Head black, minutely and tliickly punctate ; antenna; and palpi rufo-testaceous, club of the 
former fuscous. Thorax pitchy black or brown, with a narrow rufous band on the posterior, and a 
wider one on the anterior margin, elongate, narrowed behind ; the sides rounded in front, snb- 
angular a little behind the middle ; coarsely and confluently punctate, with an indistinct elongate 
fovea on each side in front, and a faint impressed transverse line near the anterior and posterior 
margins. Elytra reddish brown, external margin paler, elongate ovate, rounded at the apex, 
closely striate-punctate, the punctures large and confluent. Underside dull black. Legs reddish 
yellow. Length, line. 

Widely distributed, amongst aquatic plants in stagnant water, and occasionally beneath stones 
on the margins of sluggish streams. 

Fig. 56. ELOPHORUS RUGOSUS, Olivier. [F. Elophoridae. G. Elophorus, F.] 

(E. fennicus, Curtis .) 

Pale ferruginous, head and thorax darker. Head short, deflexed, coarsely granulate ; antennse 
and palpi rufo-testaceous. Thorax transverse, slightly narrowed in front, sides rounded, posterior 
angles rectangular, granulate, with four irregular interrupted longitudinal ridges. Elytra tessel¬ 
lated with black, a trifle wider at the base than the thorax, slightly dilated posteriorly, each 
with ten rows of punctures, the alternate interstices forming elevated ridges. Tibia; denticulate 
externally. Length, 2-2f lines. 

Found, but not abundantly, throughout Britain. 

Fig. 57. HYDROCHUS ELONGATUS, F., Curtis. [F. Elophoridae. G. Hydrochus, 
Leach.~\ 

Elongate, black with a green or brassy tint. Head thickly and coarsely punctate, forehead 
with three longitudinal fovea;; antenna; and palpi ferruginous. Thorax elongate, narrowed behind, 
sides nearly straight, less thickly and a trifle more coarsely punctate than the head, with five fovea;, 
of which the three anterior are disposed transversely a little before the middle, the two posterior, 
sometimes confluent, close to the posterior margin. Elytra elongate, each with ten rows of large 
punctures, the 1st (sutural), 3rd, 4th, 5th, 7th, and 9th interstices elevated into ridges, the 1st 
and 3rd throughout their entire length, the 4th at the apical two-thirds, the others at the basal 
two-thirds. Legs reddish brown, thighs darker. Length, 2 lines. 

Not rare. 

Fig. 58. ELMIS VOLKMARI, Panz. } Curtis. [F. Elmidae. G. Elmis, Latr.~\ 

Elongate, black with a faint brassy tint, slightly shining ; antenna; ferruginous, dusky at the 
tips. Thorax a little longer than broad, narrowed in front, somewhat thickly and finely punctate, 
with an impressed longitudinal line on each side. Elytra punctate-striate, interstices flat, very 
finely punctate. Beneath black, apex of abdomen usually pitchy red. Legs reddish brown, tarsi 
rufous. Length, l|-lf lines. 

Beneath stones in streams. 

Fig. 59. HYDROPHILUS PICEUS, L. [F. Hydrophilidse. G. Hydrophilus, Geoff .] 
(Hydrous piceus, Curtis .) 

Elongate ovate, above moderately convex, black, smooth, shining. Head smooth, with an 
oblique sparsely punctate impression on each side between the antenna;, and a thickly punctate one 
near each eye ; antennae and palpi pitchy red, club of the former fuscous. Thorax transverse, 
narrowed in front, sides rounded. Elytra ovate, each with eight rather faint impunctate longitud¬ 
inal strife, interstices flat, the second with a somewhat irregular single row of punctures, the fourth 
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and sixth with a very irregular double one. Beneath black, meso- and meta-tliorax thickly 
clothed with golden pubescence; sternum with a furrow in front, and an impressed line behind ; 
abdomen keeled in the centre throughout its whole length. Length, 16-20 lines. 

Common, in ponds, throughout England.

Elytra finely and thickly punctate, each with a ferruginous spot at the base, 
three placed transversely a little before the middle, three a little behind the middle, and two near 
the apex, one or more of which are sometimes very obscure or entirely absent.

Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides rounded posteriorly, convex, finely and sparsely punctate. 
Elytra rather flat, dull black or brown, each with nine faint punctate stria', interstices minutely 
and very sparsely punctate. Legs black, tarsi reddish brown, anterior tibiae quadri-dentate exter¬ 
nally.

Very rare. New Forest, Hampshire, in dung.

G. Sinodendron, F.] 

Elongate, semicylindrical, black. Head coarsely and sparsely punctate, armed in front with 
a more or less elongate curved horn, fringed on each side near the apex with golden yellow hairs. 
Thorax scarcely longer than broad, slightly narrowed in front, anterior margin semicircularly 
emarginate, sides nearly straight; semicylindrical, sub-perpendicularly truncate in front, the upper 
margin of the truncation with a prominent tooth in the centre, and an obtuse one on each side; 
very coarsely and sparsely punctate, with a smooth discoidal space. Elytra nearly as wide as the 
thorax, each with ten more or less interrupted longitudinal striae, sparsely punctate, the punctures 
large, irregularly disposed, and frequently confluent. 

In the female the head is tuberculated, and the thorax presents two shallow approximate 
foveae in front, and both these segments are coarsely and conflnently punctate.

Ovate, depressed, black. Head emarginate in front, thickly and confluently punctate. Thorax 
wide behind, narrowed in front, sides rounded, thickly and coarsely punctate, with a conspicuous 
central longitudinal channel. Elytra much wider than the thorax, thickly and ruggedly punctate, 
presenting faint traces of longitudinal stria?, each with four or five small yellowish white spots, 
two or three on the disc, and two near the lateral margin. Terminal segment of abdomen with 
two large yellowish white spots on each side. Beneath black, thorax clothed with long yellowish 
grey pubescence; abdomen with a central longitudinal depression. Intermediate tibia? bent in a 
semicircle at the base, gradually dilated from the middle to the apex ; posterior tarsi conspicuously 
longer than their tibiae.

Thorax wide behind, narrowed anteriorly, 
sides rounded in front, nearly straight behind, thickly and coarsely punctate, with a faint central 
longitudinal impression, and four rows of three white spots. Elytra with numerous white spots, 
sub-quadrate, depressed along the suture; each with two faint longitudinal ridges, and six double 
rows of punctures ; interstices sparsely punctate.

Very rare. Windsor Forest. 

Fig. 76. POLYPHYLLA FULLO, L. (Male.) [F Melolonthidse. G. Polyphylla, 
Harris.] (Melolontha fullo, Curtis .) 

Oblong, above convex, pitchy black or brown, spotted and irrorated with white scales. Head 
thickly and finely punctate, forehead with dispersed white scales in the centre, and a dense band 
on each side next the eyes ; antennae pitchy red, the club consisting of seven elongate leaflets. 
Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides rounded, with a conspicuous central furrow, and three 
longitudinal, more or less interrupted lines of white scales. Scutellum densely clothed with white 
scales divided by a dark central line. Elytra ruggedly punctate, in-orated with spots and patches 
of white scales. Beneath with long yellow hairs, abdomen with a short depressed grey pubescence. 
Anterior tibiae bi-dentate externally near the apex. 
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In the female the club of the antennas is composed of six diminutive leaflets, and the anterior 
tibiae are armed externally with three acute teeth. Length, 12-15 lines. 

Very rare. Inhabits sandy situations, and is said to have occurred at Deal, Dover, Margate, 
Sandwich, and Hythe. 

Fig. 77. LTJCANUS CERVUS, L., Curtis. (Male.) [F. Lucanidse. G. Lucanus, Linn. 

Stag Beetles.] 

Elongate, black, sub-opaque mandibles and elytra castaneous. Head much wider than the 
thorax, very thickly, minutely, and ruggedly punctate, its margins raised ; mandibles very long, 
curved, more or less distinctly serrated within, with a large tooth near the centre, and the apex 
bifurcate. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, posterior angles obliquely truncate ; with a very 
obscure, central, longitudinal, impressed line ; thickly, minutely, and ruggedly punctate. Elytra 
fully thrice as long as the thorax, humeral angles dentate, very thickly, minutely, and confluently 
punctate. Beneath black, with a short, grey pubescence, thickly and minutely punctate. Legs 
elongate, black. 

In the female the head is very much narrower than the thorax, its margins are not raised, and 
the mandibles are small, conspicuously shorter than the head, and the legs are shorter and more 
robust. Length (exclusive of mandibles), 14-24 lines. 

Common in many places in the south of England. The larvae reside in old trees, especially 
oaks, and are, it is said, from five to six years in attaining their full growth. 

Fig. 78. PHYLLOPERTHA HORTICOLA, L., var. (F. Rutelidse. G. Phyllopertha, 
Steph.'] (Anisoplia suturalis, Newman, Curtis .) 

Oblong, black, with a bright metallic blue or green tint, pubescent, elytra testaceous yellow. 
Head truncate in front, thickly, minutely, and ruggedly punctate ; antennae reddish yellow or 
pitchy, club black. Thorax transverse, narrower than the elytra, narrowed in front; sides rounded 
anteriorly, subsinuate posteriorly; base brisinuate, posterior angles prominent; rather minutely 
and somewhat thickly punctate, with a very indistinct central longitudinal furrow.

Elongate, sub-quadrate, depressed, shining black. Antennae pitchy; club red, pubescent. 
Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, the sides slightly rounded, inner lateral stria entire, outer 
one reduced to a short line at the anterior angles. Elytra a little longer than the thorax, with a 
large lunate spot frequently obsolete or wanting; with a sub-humeral and three entire dorsal striae, 
and occasionally indistinct traces at the apex of one or two others ; reflexed margin bi-suleate. 
Propygidium with a shallow impression on each side, its margins coarsely punctate ; pygidium 
coarsely and thickly punctate throughout. Anterior tibiae with three stout denticulations exter¬ 
nally. Length, 3§-4i lines. 

Not uncommon in many places on the south coast. 

Fig. 80. DENDROPHILUS PYGMiEUS, L. [F. Histeridje. G. Dendrophilus, Leach,~\ 
(D. Sheppardi, Curtis.) 

Broad-ovate, convex, pitchy black, slightly shining, legs and antennas reddish brown. Head 
very much deflexed. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, rounded at the sides, convex. Elytra 
broad, dilated a little before the middle, each with an entire marginal stria, and six fine dorsal 
striae which do not reach the apex, interstices flat but slightly raised along the striae, reflexed 
margins with an abbreviated furrow. All the tibiae dilated, the anterior with five or six minute 
denticulations externally. Length, lg-lf lines. 

Inhabits the nests of the wood-ant (Formica rufa).

Elongate, bright blue, sometimes green or violet. Head thickly and ruggedly punctate. 
Thorax transverse, subquadrate, more or less narrowed in front, sides rounded, finely and rather 
sparsely punctate, with a faint central longitudinal furrow. Elytra thrice as long as the thorax, 
sides parallel; ruggedly punctate, the punctures here and there assuming irregular strife. Beneath 
punctate, abdomen sparsely pubescent. Length, 5-6 lines. 

Said to have been taken near Bristol; at Oxford, and near Aberdeen. 

Fig. 82. IPS QUADRIPUNCTATA, Hbst., Curtis. [F. Nitidulidae. G. Ips, Fab,} 

Oblong, convex, shining black. Head triangular, rather thickly and coarsely punctate ; 
antenn® pitchy. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, the sides slightly rounded, lateral margins 
reflexed, coarsely and somewhat thickly punctate. Elytra oblong, each with two large yellow spots, 
one oblique at the base, the other transverse near the apex; somewhat finely and sparsely 
punctate, with three or four exceedingly fine longitudinal striae on the disc. Legs pitchy. Length, 
2f-3 lines. 

Found, but not commonly, beneath the bark of trees, especially oaks.

Pitchy black, slightly shining. Head depressed in front, the base with three furrows ; antenn® 
pitchy red at the base. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides rounded anteriorly, lateral 
margins flat, with a broad central longitudinal channel, and an oblong fovea on each side. Elytra 
conspicuously longer than the thorax, each having the suture elevated, and three longitudinal 
raised lines; interstices exceedingly minutely punctate. Abdomen with five segments exposed, 
the three first with three longitudinal ridges. Legs pitchy red. Length, § line. 

Very rare. Belfast, and near Nottingham. 

Fig. 84. HYDROBIUS FUSCIPES, L., var. [F. Hydrophilidse. G. Hydrobius, Leach .] 
(H. chalconotus, Curtis.) 

Oblong-ovate, convex, black with a brassy hue. Head with a transverse row of large punctures 
in front, frequently interrupted in the middle, and with an oblique punctate impression on each 
side near the eyes ; antenn® and palpi pale red, the latter fuscous at the apex. Thorax transverse, 
narrowed in front, rounded at the sides, thickly and finely punctate, with a few large, irregularly 
scattered punctures near the lateral margins. Elytra ovate, thickly and finely punctate ; each 
with eleven stri®, which are shallow at the base, deepen gradually to the apex, and are profoundly 
and closely punctate; interstices flat, the 3rd, 5th, 7th, 9th, and 11th, with large irregularly 
dispersed punctures.

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Fig. 90. BYTURUS TOMENTOSUS, Fab., Curtis. [F. Telmatophilidse. G. Byturus, 
Latr.\ 

Elongate, black, with a dense grey pubescence, antennas and legs reddish yellow, or reddish 
brown with a yellowish grey pubescence, and the antennse and legs pale yellow.

Fig. 91. TRIPLAX iENEA, Payk., Curtis. [F. Erotylidse. G. Triplax, PayL] 

Oblong ovate, convex. Head small, triangular, rounded in front, reddish yellow, finely and 
sparsely punctate; antennas pitchy black. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides slightly 
rounded ; base bi-sinuate, margined; reddish yellow, rather finely and very sparsely punctate. 
Scutellum reddish yellow. Elytra oblong, greenish blue, finely punctate-striate ; interstices flat, 
exceedingly minutely and sparsely punctate. Underside and legs reddish yellow. Length, lf-2f 
lines. 

Rare. Coombe Wood, Surrey ; New Forest; Ockbrook, Derbyshire, &c. 

Fig. 92. ANTHEROPHAGUS PALLENS, Oliv. (Female.) [F. Cryptophagidse. G. 
Antherophagus, Latr.] (A. similis, Curtis .) 

Oblong, red brown, with a short, grey pubescence. Plead triangular, finely and rather thickly 
punctate. Thorax transverse, quadrate, slightly narrowed in front, sides nearly straight, finely 
and thickly punctate. Elytra oblong, exceedingly finely and somewhat closely punctate, each with 
six or seven indistinct striae. Legs reddish yellow ; anterior tibiae robust, dilated towards the apex, 
outer angle rectangular. 

In the male the antennae are thick, moniliform, pitchy black, the basal and apical joints reddish 
brown; the legs are shorter and stouter, and the tibiae are pitchy black at the base. Length, 
l|-lf lines. 

In flowers, not common, although widely distributed. 

Fig. 93. MYCETiEA HIRTA, Marsh., Curtis. [F. Endomychidse. G. Mycetaea, Steph.] 

Oblong ovate, convex, reddish yellow, or red brown, shining, sparingly clothed with long, 
coarse, sub-erect, golden yellow hairs. Head triangular, thickly and very finely punctate; 
antennae, pale reddish yellow. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, rounded at the sides, posterior 
angles nearly rectangular, base with a transverse impressed line, a trifle less finely and more 
sparsely punctate than the head ; on each side within the lateral margin, and somewhat remote 
from it, a shallow, longitudinal, impressed line, bounded outwardly by an acute ridge. Scutellum 
short, very broad, its apex truncate. Elytra elongate ovate, acuminate behind ; striate-punctate, 
the punctures large, rather shallow, and somewhat remote ; interstices smooth, the 1st, 3rd, 5th, 
and 7th, with a row of long, sub-erect, golden yellow seta. Legs pale reddish yellow. Length, 
§ line. 

Common in cellars, boleti, and hay-stacks. 

Fig. 94. CRYPTOPHAGUS POPULI, PayL, Curtis. [F. Cryptophagidae. G. Cryp- 
tophagus, Hbst.] 

Oblong ovate, ferruginous red, pubescent, elytra with an elongate black patch, frequently 
invading the entire disc. Head triangular, thickly, deeply, and coarsely punctate. Thorax 
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transverse, convex, slightly narrowed behind, sides with a recurved denticulation a little behind 
the anterior angles, and a minute tooth just before the middle, punctate like the head. Elytra 
oblong, rather finely and somewhat thickly punctate. Legs reddish yellow. Length, l£-2 lines. 

Rare. Near Norwich ; Ripley, Surrey ; Gravesend, Kent. 

Pig. 95. TRITOM A BIPUSTULATA, F., Curtis. [F. Erotylidse. G. Triplax, Fab.] 

Short ovate, black, shining, elytra with a large triangular, blood-red, humeral patch. 
Head triangular, finely and rather closely punctate; antennas red, the basal joint and the club 
pitchy black. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides nearly straight, base bi-sinuate, with a 
very short, longitudinal, impressed line in front of the scutellum ; finely and rather thickly 
punctate. Scutellum semicircular, smooth. Elytra ovate, convex, each with eight rows of fine 
closely-set punctures; interstices exceedingly finely and sparsely punctate; black, with a large, 
blood-red, triangular spot on the shoulder, humeral callus rather prominent, pitchy black. Beneath 
punctate. Legs pitchy black, tarsi ferruginous. Length, 2-21 lines. 

Not uncommon in boleti, and in decaying stumps of trees. 

Pig. 96. TETRATOMA ANCORA, F., Curtis. [F. Tetratomidse. G, Tetratoma, Hbst.~\ 

Oblong ovate, reddish yellow, elytra pitchy brown, with the outer margins and five spots 
reddish yellow. Head triangular, thickly and coarsely punctate. Thorax transverse, convex, 
narrowed in front, rounded at the sides ; posterior margin waved, with a triangular impression on 
each side midway between the angle and the centre; coarsely and rather sparsely punctate. 
Elytra oblong, as coarsely but a trifle more sparsely punctate than the thorax, pitchy brown, the 
external margins, an elongate patch descending obliquely from the shoulder, another ascending 
obliquely from the outer margin near the apex, and a common ovate spot on the suture reddish 
yellow ; these markings subject to considerable variation. Length, 1| lines. 

Very rare. Found in moss and decayed branches of oak and hornbeam, at Highgate and 
Colney Hatch, near London ; and in the north of England. 

Pig. 97. MYCETOPHAGUS PICEUS, Fab., Curtis. [F. Mycetophagidse. G. Myee- 
tophagus, Hellwig .] 

Ovate, rather convex, pitchy black, pubescent. Head ferruginous in front, thickly and finely 
punctate, antennae ferruginous at the base and apex, dusky in the middle. Thorax transverse, 
narrowed in front, rounded at the sides ; posterior margin bi-sinuate, with an ovate impression at 
each side ; reddish brown, thickly and finely punctate. Elytra oblong, conspicuously punctate- 
striate at the base, obsoletely so at the apex ; interstices flat, exceedingly finely punctate; with a 
broad, interrupted band at the base, a patch on the outer margin, a narrow, interrupted, transverse 
band behind the middle, and an ovate spot within the apex reddish yellow. Beneath reddish 
brown. Legs reddish yellow. Length, 2^-2| lines. 

The markings on the elytra vary considerably, and it is difficult to find two individuals precisely 
alike in this respect. 

Not uncommon in fungi on decayed oaks. 

Pig. 98. TYPHiEA PUMATA, L., Curtis. [F. Mycetophagidse. G. Typhsea, Curtis .] 

Oblong ovate, depressed, rufo-testaceous, thickly pubescent. Head triangular, thickly and 
finely punctate, with an arcuate impression between the antennse. Thorax transverse, narrowed in 
front, sides rounded ; posterior margin bi-sinuate, with a broad, shallow impression on each side ; 
thickly and finely punctate. Elytra oblong, punctate-striate; interstices thickly and finely 
rugulose-punctate, each with a row of long, decumbent, golden yellow hairs. Length, l-lg lines. 

Common in dung-heaps, hay-stack refuse, &c. 
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Fig. 99. CATOPS MORIO, Fab. [F. Silpbidse. G. Catops, Fab.] (C. dissimulator, 
Curtis.) 

Oblong ovate, convex, black, pubescent, sub-opaque. Head finely and thickly punctate; parts 
of the mouth, and base and apex of antenna?, reddish brown, the latter as long as the head and 
thorax, gradually thickened to the apex. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, rounded at the 
sides, hinder margin nearly straight, posterior angles obtuse, thickly punctate with a depressed 
yellowish-grey pubescence. Elytra ovate, thickly punctate, obsoletely striate, clothed with a 
dense, fine, short, silvery-grey pubescence. Legs reddish brown. Length, lf-2 lines. 

In decaying fungi, and carcases. Rare. 

Fig. 100. NECRODES LITTORALIS, L., Curtis. [F. Silphidse. G. Necrodes, Leach.] 

Oblong, rather depressed, black. Head thickly and very finely punctate, club of antenna? 
ferruginous. Thorax orbiculate, with a faint central longitudinal channel, the sides depressed 
posteriorly, sparsely and finely punctate on the disc, rather thickly and coarsely at the sides and 
behind. Scutellum obtusely triangular, punctate. Elytra truncate at the apex, rather coarsely, 
thickly, and frequently confluently punctate ; each with the suture and three longitudinal lines 
elevated, smooth. The males often have the posterior thighs incrassate, and the tibia? bent. 
Length, 6-10 lines. 

Common on carcases, especially on the coast. 

Fig. 101. SILPHA OPACA, L., Curtis. [F. Silphidse. G. Silpha, L.] 

Ovate, depressed, black, opaque, clothed with a dense, yellowish, decumbent pubescence. 
Head thickly punctate. Thorax nearly semicircular, truncate in front, tri-sinuate behind, thickly 
punctate, with an obsolete longitudinal channel in the centre, and several depressions on each side. 
Elytra thickly punctate, the suture raised, the lateral margins reflexed, each with three elevated 
longitudinal lines. Length, 4|-5 lines. 

In carcases. Not uncommon in the north ; less frequent in the south. 

Fig. 102. DIAPERIS BOLETI, L., Curtis. [F. Diaperidse. G. Diaperis, Geoffr.] 

Ovate, convex, black, shining. Head thickly and coarsely punctate, with a large impression 
in front. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, rounded and margined at the sides, base bi-sinuate; 
finely and rather sparsely punctate. Elytra convex, with a broad, dentate, basal band, a narrow 
central one, and the apex externally bright orange ; each with eight rows of punctures, interstices 
exceedingly finely and sparsely punctate. Legs pitchy black, tarsi reddish brown. Length, 3-4 
lines. 

Very rare. In boleti at Barham, Suffolk ; near Hastings, Sussex ; and in Dalston Hall Wood, 
Cumberland. 


Fig. 103. NECROPHORUS GERMANICUS, L., Curtis. [F. Silphidse. G. Necro- 
phorus, Fab.] 

Oblong, black, reflexed margins of elytra red. Head finely and sparsely punctate, with an 
obtuse, triangular, yellow, membranous space in front; antenna;, including the club, black. 
Thorax semicircular, anterior angles obtuse, lateral and posterior margins flat, coarsely punctate ; 
disc convex, finely and sparsely punctate, with a faint, central, longitudinal, impressed line, abbre¬ 
viated at both ends, and a curved impression on each side. Scutellum thickly punctate. Elytra 
sinuate truncate at the apex, coarsely and sparsely punctate, the interstices exceedingly minutely 
punctate and reticulate. Length, 8-12 lines.

Ovate, black, shining. Head sparsely and obsoletely punctate ; antennas pitchy black, basal 
joints pitchy red. Thorax convex, transverse, narrowed in front, sides rounded anteriorly, nearly 
straight behind, base bi-sinuate, coarsely and rather sparsely punctate, base depressed, with a 
transverse bi-sinuate row of large oval punctures. Elytra ovate, truncate at the apex, coarsely 
and sparsely punctate ; each with a deep sutural stria curved at the base, and continued as far as 
the humeral callus, the sutural portion with remote, round punctures, the basal portion with large, 
oblong punctures, a curved, red spot at the base below the shoulders, and a transverse one near 
the apex. Legs black, tarsi pitchy red. Length, 2J-3 lines. 

Not uncommon in rotten stumps of trees. 

Fig. 105. STAPHYLINUS PUBESCENS, De Geer, Curtis. [F. Staphylmidm. G. 
Staphylinus, L.] 

Elongate, black, clothed with a dense, variegated pubescence. Head as wide or wider than 
the thorax, with a few large, remote punctures, clothed with a dense, long, yellowish-grey 
pubescence; labrum testaceous ; mandibles, palpi, and antennaa black, basal joints of the latter 
reddish yellow at the base. Thorax elongate, narrowed behind, sides slightly rounded in front, 
base rounded, tessellated with brown and grey pubescence, with an interrupted, central, longitudinal 
ridge. Scutellum with two elongate patches of dense, black, velvety pubescence. Elytra and 
abdomen tessellated similarly to the thorax. Beneath pitchy black, abdomen with a dense 
silvery grey pubescence. Legs pitchy black, thighs with a testaceous ring near the apex. 
Length, 5-6J lines. 

Not uncommon, especially in the north. 

Fig. 106. ANISOTOMA CINNAMOMEA, Panzer. (Male.) [F. Anisotomidse. G. 

Anisotoma, Illig.] (Leiodes cinnamomea, Curtis .) 

Oblong ovate, convex, reddish yellow or brown. Head minutely and thickly punctate, with a 
transverse row of four large shallow punctures on the forehead; tips of mandibles and club of 
antennae black. Thorax transverse, narrowed and emarginate in front, rounded at the sides, posterior 
margin nearly straight, rather thickly and finely punctate. Scutellum impressed in the centre, 
punctate. Elytra oblong, each with eight shallow, coarsely and closely punctate striae; interstices 
flat, exceedingly finely and sparsely punctate, the 1st, 3rd, 5th, and 7th with a few large, remote 
punctures. In the male the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th joints of the anterior tarsi are dilated, the inter¬ 
mediate thighs are toothed within at the base, and their tibiae are curved, the posterior thighs are 
incrassate, with two large teeth at the apex, and their tibiae curved ; in the female the anterior 
tarsi are simple, the intermediate and posterior thighs slender and unarmed, and their tibias only 
slightly bent. Length, 2-3^ lines. 

Found in truffles, and by brushing towards sunset. It has occurred at Audley End, Essex ; 
Kimpton, Devon ; Micldeham, and near Croydon, Surrey; in Suffolk, and Cornwall. 

Fig. 107. EMUS IIIIITUS, L., Curtis. [F. Staphylinidm. G. Emus, Leach.] 

Elongate, black, with a dense, golden, silvery, and black pubescence. Head wide, covered with a 
dense, long, golden-yellow pubescence. Thorax nearly semicircular, clothed, except at its posterior 
margin, with a pubescence similar to that on the head. Scutellum with a dense, velvety, black 
pile. Basal third of elytra with a black pubescence, apical two-thirds occupied by a broad dentate 
band of silvery grey pubescence, intermixed with long black hairs. Abdomen with the three basal 
segments clad with short black hairs, the following three with a dense golden-yellow pubescence. 
Beneath with a violet tint, the sides of the 4th, and base of the 5th segment with a golden-yellow 
pubescence. Trochanters of the posterior legs of the male produced into a long curved spine, 
their tibiee bent. Length, 7-10 lines. 

Very rare. In dung, and flying in the hot sunshine. New Forest, and Parley Heath, Hants; 
Whittlesea, Hunts ; Guildford, Surrey ; near Sheerness ; and in Norfolk and Devon. 
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Fig. 108. OCYPUS (TASGIUS) PEDATOR Grav. [F. Staphylinidae. G. Ocypus, Leach. 
s-G. Tasgius, Steph.] (Tasgius rufipes, Curtis.) 

Elongate, sub-depressed, black ; head, thorax, and scutellum shining; elytra and abdomen 
opaque ; antenna?, palpi, and legs red. Head a trifle narrower than the thorax, transverse, posterior 
angles rounded, thickly and coarsely punctate, with a smooth, central space. Thorax longer than 
broad, faintly narrowed posteriorly, sides slightly rounded, thickly and rather coarsely punctate, 
with a faint, smooth,longitudinal ridge in the centre. Scutellum thickly punctate. Elytra wider 
and a little longer than the thorax, very thickly and finely punctate, with a faint blue tint. Ab¬ 
domen parallel, thickly and finely punctate, with a few large scattered punctures, and a black 
pubescence. Length, 6-9 lines. 

Beneath stones. Tottenham ; Mickleham ; Folkestone ; Devonshire, &c. 

Fig. 109. QUEDIUS LATERALIS, Grav., Curtis. [F. Quediidse. G. Quedius, Steph.] 

Elongate, sub-depressed, black. Head sub-orbiculate, much narrower than the thorax, shining 
black, smooth, with a large puncture on the inner margin of each eye in front, and three placed in 
a triangle behind each eye ; mandibles, palpi, and base of antennae pitchy red. Thorax transverse, 
narrowed in front, sides and base rounded in one unbroken curve ; convex, smooth, shining, with 
two dorsal series of three shallow punctures in front, and a few scattered punctures at the sides. 
Scutellum smooth, shining. Elytra a trifle longer than the thorax, sub-opaque, rather thickly and 
finely punctate, clothed with a sparse black pubescence, the reflexed margin pale yellow. Abdomen 
narrowed from the base to the apex, as finely but rather less thickly punctate than the elytra, 
iridescent. Legs pitchy black; tarsi pitchy red, the anterior greatly dilated in the male. Length, 
6-7 lines. 

Rare, but widely distributed. Inhabits decayed fungi in fir woods. 

Fig. 110. PIIILONTHUS MARGINATUS, Fab., Curtis. [F. Staphylinkke. G. Phi- 
Ion thus, Steph.] 

Elongate, black, shining, sides of thorax and legs reddish yellow. Head small, ovate, smooth, 
with two large approximate punctures placed transversely, and rather obliquely, near the inner 
margin of each eye in front, and eight or nine on each side behind ; palpi and antenna? with the 
basal joint testaceous, that of the latter with a black line above. Thorax scarcely as broad as 
long, narrowed in front, the sides and base continuously rounded, with two dorsal rows of four 
large punctures, and four others on each side. Scutellum and elytra black with a brassy green 
tint, finely and thickly punctate, clothed with a golden-yellow pubescence, tlie^ latter a little longer 
than the thorax. Abdomen with the sides parallel, black, sometimes faintly iridescent, sparsely 
and rather coarsely punctate, with a thin greyish pubescence ; beneath, with the apex of each 
segment narrowly red. Length, 4 lines. 

Common in dung. 

Fig. 111. CAFIUS FUCICOLA, Curtis. [F. Staphylinidae. G. Cafius, Curtis.'] 

Elongate, pitchy black, sub-opaque, parts of the mouth and legs testaceous red. Head wider 
than the thorax, oblong quadrate, triangularly impressed in front, the sides and base with large 
irregularly disposed punctures ; apex of mandibles and palpi pitchy. Thorax nearly as wide as 
long, narrower than the elytra, narrowed behind, the sides slightly rounded in front, with two 
dorsal series of four large punctures, and four smaller, ones on each side near the anterior angles. 
Scutellum thickly punctate. Elytra longer than the thorax, thickly and finely punctate, with a 
short grey pubescence. Abdomen wdth the sides parallel, coarsely and rather thickly punctate, 
sparsely pubescent; each segment with two faint impressions in the centre near the base, and the 
anterior margin ferruginous. Anterior tarsi strongly dilated in the males. Length, 4-5 lines. 

Rare. Beneath rejectamenta on the coast. 

Fig. 112. ACHENIUM HUMILE, Nicolai. [F. Pjedericke. G. Achenium, Curtis.] 
(A depressing Curtis, but not of Gravenhorst .) 

Elongate, flat, pitchy black, or brown, shining. Head as wide behind as the thorax, with a 
tubercle on each side at the base of the antennas, sparsely and minutely punctate ; antenna? longer 
than the head and thorax, red. Thorax longer than broad, gradually narrowed to the base, pos- 
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tori or angles rounded, reddish brown, sparsely and finely punctate, with a broad longitudinal, nearly 
smooth central line, and an oblong, slightly elevated, smooth space on each side of it towards the 
base. Elytra scarcely longer than the thorax, testaceous red, with a triangular black patch at the 
base round the seutellum, and a dusky spot at the outer apical angles, sparsely punctate, the 
punctures here and there disposed in indistinct rows. Abdomen parallel at the sides, finely and 
rather thickly punctate, apex, and frequently the apical margin of each segment ferruginous, with 
a thin short yellowish-grey pubescence. Legs testaceous red. Length, 3-3| lines. 

Rare ; Tottenham ; Highgate ; near Croydon and Reigate, Surrey, &c. In damp places. 

Pig. 113. LATHROBIUM TERMINATUM, Gran., Curtis. [F. Pa?deridm. G. Lath- 
robium, Grav.] 

Elongate, black, shining, abdomen sub-opaque. Head small, ovate, rather thickly and finely 
punctate ; antennae as long as the head and thorax, slender, pitchy black, red at the base and apex. 
Thorax narrower than the elytra, longer than broad, sub-quadrate, sides slightly rounded, all its 
angles obtuse, coarsely and thickly punctate, with a central longitudinal smooth space. Elytra longer 
than the thorax, thickly and finely punctate, with a bright red spot, in rare instances wanting, at 
the apex. Abdomen slightly dilated towards the middle, thence narrowed to the apex, very thickly 
and finely punctate. Legs testaceous red. Beneath ; the male has the 7th abdominal segment 
deeply notched at the apex, in the female the apex is acutely produced. Length, 3 lines. 

Not uncommon. At the roots of grass and rushes in marshy places. 

Pig. 114. CONOSOMA LITTOREUM, L. [F. Tacbyporidee. G. Conosoma, Kraatz .] 
(Tachyporus littoreus, Curtis.) 

Oblong, broad in front, acuminate behind, pitchy black, clothed with fine short silky pubescence. 
Head triangular, convex, black, finely and sparsely punctate ; parts of the mouth and base of 
antennae testaceous yellow, apex of the latter ferruginous. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, 
sides rounded ; posterior angles acute, salient; thickly and very finely punctate, reddish brown, 
with a large ill-defined reddish-yellow patch at the hinder angles. Elytra longer than the thorax, 
similarly punctate, each with a large oblique reddish-yellow spot at the base. Abdomen narrowed 
from the base to the apex, immarginate, apical margin of each segment narrowly reddish brown. 
Legs reddish yellow. Length, If-2 lines. 

Common. In refuse of faggot-stacks, and beneath dead leaves. 

Pig. 115. DELEASTER DICHROUS, Grav. [F. Oxytelidse. G. Deleaster, Eric.] 
(Lesteva Leacbii, Curtis.) 

Rather elongate, sub-depressed, testaceous red, head black, abdomen pitchy black. Head 
triangular, a trifle wider than the thorax, with a tubercle on each side at the base of the antennae, 
and a transverse impressed line between them, convex in front, with a transverse furrow behind, 
and two deep longitudinal impressions running obliquely into it; parts of the mouth and antennae 
testaceous red, the latter dusky towards the apex. Thorax scarcely half as wide as the elytra, short, 
transverse, narrowed behind, sides rounded in front, base truncate, convex, finely and sparsely punc¬ 
tate, with an indistinct dorsal channel, and three large foveas, one in the centre at the base, and 
one on each side. Elytra wide, flat, as long as the thorax, thickly and finely punctate, with a short 
golden-yellow pubescence. Abdomen with the sides parallel and bi’oadly margined, the margin 
reflexed, very finely and sparsely punctate. Legs testaceous red. Length, 2f-3| lines. 

Rare. Under stones in wet places ; near Edinburgh ; Glasgow ; Croydon ; Colney Hatch, &c. 

Pig. 116. SYNTOMIUM iENEUM, Mull. [F. Oxytelid<e. G. Syntomium, Curtis.] 
(S. nigroseneum, Curtis.) 

Oblong, convex, black with a brassy hue. Head thickly and coarsely punctate, with a trans¬ 
verse impression between the antenna?, terminating on each side in a small fovea ; antennae nearly 
as long as the head and thorax, black, their triarticulate club pitchy. Thorax convex, narrower than 
the elytra, transverse, narrowed posteriorly ; sides rounded in front, sub-sinuate behind, finely 
serrated ; base sinuate, posterior angles acute, prominent; coarsely and sparsely punctate, with 
a central longitudinal smooth space, and a shallow depression on each side at the base. Elytra 
convex, longer than the thorax, very coarsely and ruggedly punctate. Abdomen short, the lateral 
margins wide and reflexed, shining, with a few indistinct punctures towards the sides. Legs 
pitchy red. Length, g line. 

Not uncommon. In moss on shady banks. 
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Fig. 117. PHYTOSUS NIGRIVENTRIS, Chevr. [F. Aleocharidfe. G. Phytosus, Curds.] 
(P. spinifer $ , Curds.) 

Elongate, reddish yellow, clothed with a dense short grey pubescence, sub-opaque. Head 
globose, as wide as the thorax, dark brown, ferruginous at the base ; parts of the mouth and 
antenna; pale yellow, the latter ferruginous at the apex. Thorax as broad as long, narrowed behind, 
rounded at the sides in front, with a distinct central longitudinal channel, finely punctate. Elytra 
conspicuously shorter than the thorax, shoulders rounded, apex emarginate, thickly and finely 
punctate.

Head as wide as the thorax, sparsely and finely 
punctate, forehead concave, produced on each side in front at the base of the antenna; into an erect 
flat horn, each mandible emitting from its base an elongate falcate process ; antenna; two-thirds of 
the length of the body, reddish brown.

Elongate, sub-cylindrical, black, thinly pubescent, elytra pale yellow, with a triangular black 
patch at the base. Head narrower than the thorax, faintly coriaceous, the forehead deeply impressed, 
armed with a long, erect, flat horn on each side at the base of the antenna;; parts of the month 
pitchy red. Thorax transverse, as wide in front as the elytra, narrowed behind, sides straight to

Head 
transverse, sub-orbiculate, narrower than the thorax, exceedingly obscurely punctate, with a deep 
impression in front between the antennae, and a longitudinal impressed line behind it; antennae 
reddish brown, longer than the head and thorax, robust, of the male the 10th and 11th joints 
elongate, of the female the 10th scarcely longer than the 9th.

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Fig. 144 LAGRIA III FT A, L., Curtis. (Male.) [F. Lagriidse. G. Lagria, Fab.'] 

Elongate, black, rather sparsely clothed with fine long sub-erect yellow hairs, elytra brownish 
yellow. Head small, sub-orbiculate, rather thickly and coarsely punctate, eyes large and approxi¬ 
mate, antenna} long and slender, the apical articulation longer than the three preceding joints 
united. Thorax elongate, narrowed in front, coarsely and sparsely punctate, with a transverse 
furrow about one-third from the base. Elytra slightly dilated at the sides, thickly and finely 
rugulose-punctate, with indistinct striae. In the female the eyes are much smaller and widely 
separate, the head and thorax are more thickly punctate, the antenna? are shorter and thicker, and 
the apical joint is but a little longer than the two preceding united, and the elytra are more 
dilated at the sides. Length, 3-4J lines. 

Common on flowers, and amongst rank herbage, towards the end of summer. 

Fig. 145. CISTELA CERAMBOIDES, L., Curtis. [F. Cistelidse. G. Cistela, Fab.] 

Elongate, elliptical, black, with a fine sparse ferruginous pubescence, elytra reddish yellow. 
Head triangular, thickly punctate, forehead with a shallow fovea ; antenna? three-fourths of the 
length of the body, acutely serrated within in the males, a little shorter and obtusely serrated in 
the females. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, bi-sinuate at the base ; very thickly and finely 
rugulose-punctate. Elytra finely punctate-striate, interstices rather convex, exceedingly minutely 
rugulose-punctate. Length, 4|-5| lines. 

Not uncommon in the south. In flowers, and on decayed trees. 

Fig. 146. OMOPHLUS ARMERIiE, Curtis. [F. Cistelidse. G. Omophlus, Solier.] 

Elongate, convex, black, shining, elytra reddish yellow. Head triangular, punctate, with a 
fovea in front and a few long black hairs behind ; base of antenna? and parts of the mouth pitchy 
brown. Thorax transverse, narrowed behind, with a shallow, interrupted, central, longitudinal 
channel, and a deep fovea on each side; finely punctate, sparsely clothed with decumbent grey and 
sub-erect black hairs. Scutellum thickly punctate. Elytra punctate-striate ; interstices convex, 
thickly and coarsely punctate. Length, 3|-4 lines. 

Local; near Weymouth, and on the Chesil Bank in the Isle of Portland. On the flowers of 
the common thrift (Statice Armeria ). 

Fig. 147. BLAPS LETHIFERA, Marsham. [F. Blapsidse. G. Blaps, Fab. Church¬ 
yard Beetles.] (B. obtusus, Curtis .) 

Elongate ovate, black, slightly shining. Head rather thickly and finely punctate, with a 
transverse faintly impressed curved line between the antennae ; antenna? short, not reaching to the 
base of the thorax, robust, the 5th and 6th joints very little longer than broad. Thorax transverse, 
narrowed in front, very slightly so behind ; the sides rounded anteriorly ; rather thickly and finely 
punctate. Elytra thrice the length of the thorax, their greatest width at one-fourth of their 
length from the base, terminated by a short caudal appendage, rather sparsely and coarsely 
rugulose-punctate, presenting faint traces of longitudinal ridges. In the male, the anterior margin 
of the basal segment of the abdomen has in the centre an oblong tubercle densely fringed with 
ferruginous hairs. Length, 10-12 lines. 

Common in cellars and stables. 

Fig. 148. MELANDRYA CAN ALICUL AT A, Fab., Curtis. [F. Melandryida?. G. 
Melandrya, Fab.] 

Elongate, black; palpi, apical joint of antenna?, and tarsi, reddish yellow. Head finely punctate, 
with an elongate impression in front. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, rounded at the sides, 
base bi-sinuate, with a deep central longitudinal furrow, and a still deeper elongate fovea on each 
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side at the base ; finely and thickly punctate. Elytra wider than the thorax, thickly and finely 
punctate, with a short depressed silky grey pubescence ; each with four broad, flat, longitudinal 
furrows abbreviated at the base. Length, 6 lines. 

Very rare. In dead trees; New Forest, near Brockenhurst. 

Fig. 149. ORCHESIA UNDULATA, Kraatz. [F. Mel an dry idee. G. Orehesia, Latr .] 
(0. fasciata, Curtis , but not of Payhull.) 

Elongate ovate, reddish brown, minutely and thickly rugulose-punctate, clothed with a silky 
pubescence ; antennae pitchy black in the middle, reddish yellow at the base and apex. Thorax 
transverse, narrowed in front, sides rounded, base bi-sinuate with a triangular impression on each 
side, and a more or less apparent transverse bi-arcuate black band on the disc. Elytra reddish 
yellow, with two oblique interrupted bands at the base, a broad transverse fascia towards the tip, 
and the apex black. Length, 2-2| lines. 

Rare. New Forest, near Brockenhurst; in boleti, and on flowers. 

Fig. 150. ABDERA BIFASCIATA, Marsham. [7d Melandryidse. G. Abdera, Steph.] 
(Hypulus biflexuosus, Curtis.) 

Oblong, pitchy black, finely and rather thickly rugulose-punctate, clothed with a silky yellowish- 
grey pubescence. Head transverse, deflexed, palpi and two basal joints of antenme testaceous. 
Thorax a little longer than broad, narrowed in front, sides slightly rounded, base bi-sinuate, 
posterior angles obtuse; with an exceedingly obscure central longitudinal impression behind. 
Elytra with two flexuous testaceous or pale yellow bands, one a little before the middle, the other 
at about one-third from the tip. Legs reddish brown, thighs sometimes pitchy black. Length, 
1|-1| lines. 

Rare. In dead boughs of oak, and upon old palings; Highgate: Wimbledon; near 
Reigate, &c.

(S. hume- 
ralis, Fab., f Curtis.) 

Elongate, black, slightly shining, base of elytra yellow. Head triangular, thickly and coarsely 
punctate behind, rather sparsely in front, interstices shining ; antennae of the male about four- 
fifths of the entire insect, of the female a little longer than the head and thorax. Thorax sub¬ 
quadrate ; sides rounded in front, sinuate behind ; posterior angles obtuse ; very thickly and 
coarsely punctate on the disc, rather sparsely at the sides, central longitudinal channel deep behind, 
obsolete in front.

Thorax transverse, 
narrowed in front, slightly so behind, sides rounded, base broadly emarginate ; coarsely, deeply, 
and sparsely punctate, with a fine central longitudinal impressed line. Elytra coarsely, ruggedly, 
and confluently punctate. Abdomen above black, sub-opaque, exceedingly finely punctate ; each 
segment having in the centre a slightly shining, bluish, thickly punctate space; beneath shining 
blue-black, rather finely sparsely rugulosely punctate. Legs short, robust, claws pitchy. Length, 
4-9 lines. 

Rare ; near Ripley, Surrey; Windsor; Christchurch ; Tavistock ; and near Plymouth. 

Fig. 156. OSPIIYA BIPUNCTATA, Fab. (Female.) [F. Melandrykke. G. Osphya, 
Illiger.] (Nothus bimaculatus, Curtis.) 

Elongate, reddish yellow, clothed with a dense short grey pubescence, head and thorax rufous, 
two spots on the crown of the head, antenna? except the three basal joints, two large patches on 
the thorax, tips of elytra, of thighs, and of tibiae, black. Head deflexed, punctate ; palpi dusky 
at the tip ; eyes deeply notched, black. Thorax transverse, all its angles and the sides rounded, 
base truncate, finely punctate. Elytra wider than the thorax, sides nearly parallel, thickly and 
finely punctate. Posterior thighs slender. Length, 4-44 lines. 

Rare. On whitethorn blossoms, Monk’s Wood, Hunts ; Windsor ; and Weston-on-the Green. 

Fig. 157. CONOPALPUS TESTACEUS, Oliv., Curtis. [F. Melandryidse. G, Corio- 
palpus, Gyll.] 

Elongate, reddish yellow, rather thickly and minutely punctate, clothed with a sparse shining 
depressed yellowish-grey pubescence. Head small convex, deflexed, rather thickly and finely

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punctate, with a transverse depression between the antennae ; antennae and tips of mandibles black, 
the three basal joints of the former reddish yellow.

Thorax transverse,. rounded in front and at 
the sides, base truncate, angles rounded. Elytra with the sides parallel, thickly and finely punctate.

Head transverse, deflexed, triangular, 
minutely and rather sparsely punctate, with a very thin short erect golden-yellow pubescence, and 
a deep central longitudinal furrow ; antennas black, pubescent, basal joint glabrous, with a blue or 
green tint. Thorax transverse, narrowed behind, sides straight, anterior angles obtuse, posterior 
angles rounded, base emarginate and reflexed ; anterior portion depressed ; disc flat, with a distinct 
central longitudinal impressed line, rather more closely punctate than the head.. Elytra with the 
sides parallel, finely shagreened, each with two distinct longitudinal elevated lines.

Fig. 166. PTINUS SEXPUNCTATUS, Panzer, Curtis . [F. Ptinidse. G. Ptinus, L.] 

Sub-cylindrical; brown or reddish brown, forehead, scutellum, a large patch at the base of 
each elytron just behind the shoulder, and another, frequently divided, near the apex, snowy white;

Globose, shining, chestnut brown, head, antennas, thorax, and legs clothed with a dense ashy 
scale-like pubescence. Thorax a little broader than long, narrowed and margined behind; sides 
rounded in front, nearly straight posteriorly, with four longitudinal ridges, two entire and parallel 
in the middle, and one, abbreviated in front, on each side. Length, 1|-1| lines. 

Not uncommon in old houses in London. 

Fig. 168. ANOBIUM PERTINAX, L., Curtis. [F. Anobiida?. G. Anobium, Fab.

Semi-cylindrical, pitchy brown or black, ruggedly punctate, with a dense short fine grey pubes¬ 
cence, opaque.

Sub-orbiculate, pitchy black or black, finely pubescent, antenna; and legs reddish yellow, club 
of the former fuscous. Head transverse, very finely and thickly punctate. Thorax transverse, 
rather convex, narrowed in front, sides rounded anteriorly, base bi-sinuate; very finely and thickly 
punctate. Elytra much wider than the thorax, transverse, rounded at the sides, rather coarsely 
punctate-striate ; interstices flat, smooth.

Ovate, convex, pitchy black or brown, with a brassy tint, clothed with a dense short erect grey 
pubescence; antennae and legs reddish yellow. Head small, transverse, rather coarsely and 
sparsely punctate. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides slightly rounded, base bi-sinuate, 
finely and rather thickly punctate; each with an entire sutural stria, and five striae at the base, 
obliterated before the middle. Length, 1| lines. 

Common. On shady mossy banks in sandy districts.

Oblong ovate, black or pitchy black, sparsely clothed with a short grey pubescence; antennae 
and legs reddish yellow. Head small, finely punctate. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, 
rounded at the sides, base bi-sinuate, finely and sparsely punctate. Elytra oblong, rather coarsely 
and thickly punctate. Length, l|-2 lines. 

Not common. On old trees and palings ; Kensington Gardens ; Battersea; Richmond Park; 
Hampstead; &c. 

Fig. 176. LAMPROSOMA CONCOLOR, Sturm. [F. Lamprosomidse. G. Lampro- 
sorna, Kirby.'] (Oomorphus concolor, Curtis.) 

Ovate, convex, black, glossy, with a faint brassy tint; second joint of antennae reddish yellow. 
Head very obscurely punctate. Thorax transverse, sides faintly rounded, base bi-sinuate ; finely 
and sparsely punctate. Elytra with oblique rows of large rather remote punctures, the *row next 
the suture short; interstices flat, with minute scattered punctures. Length, 1| lines. 

Not uncommon in many places in the south; Dover; Southampton ; Isle of Wight; Hamp¬ 
stead ; Finchley; &c. 

Fig. 177. DERMESTES LARDARIUS, L., Curtis. Bacon-Beetle. [F. Dermestidm. 
G. Dermestes, L.) 

Elongate, sub-cylindrical, black, pubescent, opaque, elytra with a broad testaceous band at the 
base. Head finely and very thickly punctate, with a sparse yellow pubescence; antennm reddish 
brown. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides rounded, base bi-sinuate, thickly and rather 
finely punctate, with a depressed black pubescence, and numerous minute patches of yellowish-grey 
hairs. Scutellum with a black pubescence. Elytra thickly and finely punctate, 'each with a 
broad, dentate, testaceous, thickly cinereous pubescent band at the base, in which is a transverse 
row of three or four black spots.

Head rugulose-punctate, with a central, longitudinal, 
impressed line; antennae brassy black. Thorax transverse, narrowed behind ; anterior margin 
bi-sinuate; sides rounded in front, sinuate posteriorly; base bi-sinuate, posterior angles acute ; 
coarsely punctate, interstices obliquely rugulose; with a broad, shallow, longitudinal, central 
impression, and a deep, oblong fovea, bounded externally by a fine, curved, longitudinal ridge, on 
each side, near the posterior angles.

Kiesew.~\ (Elater aterrimus, Curtis, bat not of Linne.) 

Elongate, black, opaque, sparsely pubescent. Head semicircular, convex, thickly and rather 
coarsely punctate ; antennae serrated, longer than the head and thorax. Thorax elongate, convex, 
narrowed in front; sides slightly rounded anteriorly, straight behind ; posterior angles acute, with 
a short, very prominent ridge ; thickly and rather coarsely punctate, with an obscure, central, 
longitudinal, impressed line behind. Elytra at the base a trifle narrower than the thorax, gradu¬ 
ally narrowed to the apex; sides nearly straight; separately emarginate-truncate at the tips;

Head large, narrower than the thorax, thickly and rather 
coarsely punctate, with three shallow,longitudinal impressions in front; antennse pitchy. Thorax 
transverse, narrowed behind; sides nearly straight; posterior angles acute, prominent; covered 
with minute asperities, and having a fine, central, longitudinal, impressed line. Elytra wider at 
the base than the thorax, sides nearly straight; deeply striate, the striae minutely punctate; inter¬ 
stices slightly convex, thickly and coarsely rugulose-punctate.

Oblong ovate, convex, livid, clothed throughout with a dense, depressed yellowish-grey pubes¬ 
cence ; antennse and legs testaceous. Head small, thickly and finely punctate, with an oblong 
tubercle on each side at the base of the antennae. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front; the sides 
rounded behind and reflexed; base bi-sinuate, posterior angles nearly rectangular; finely and thickly 
punctate. Elytra at the base wider than the thorax, slightly dilated at the sides behind, finely 
punctate, the punctures arranged here and there in irregular rows; with several indistinct longitu¬ 
dinal ridges.

Fig. 192. MALACHIUS MARGINELLUS, Fab. (Male.) \F. Malachiid*. G. Mala- 
chius, F.~] (M. bispinosus, Curtis.) 

Elongate, green, sometimes with a blue or violet tint, shining, clothed with an exceedingly 
fine, short yellowish-grey pubescence, and long erect black hairs; front of head, sides of thorax, and 
apex of elytra, reddish-yellow. Head very finely and rather thickly punctate, with a broad trans¬ 
verse impression between the antennae; anterior portion and parts of the mouth reddish-yellow, 
tips of mandibles and of palpi black ; antennae dusky, the basal joints with a green tint, the four 
first ferruginous beneath; basal joint robust; second triangular; 3-7 inclusive, with the apex 
produced into a curved tooth within. Thorax sub-orbiculate, rounded in front and at the sides, 
less so at the base; lateral margins reflexed, reddish-yellow; thickly and finely punctate.

Rare. In the north of England, and in Scotland. 

Fig. 194. TAIISOSTENUS UNIVITTATUS, Rossi. [F. Cleridse. G. Tarsostenns, 
Spinola.] (Opilus fasciatus, Curtis.) 

Elongate, pitchy black, shining, sparsely clothed with an erect yellowish-grey pubescence ; 
elytra with a slightly oblique, transverse, interrupted white band behind the middle. Head 
convex, coarsely and rather thickly punctate ; parts of the mouth and base of antenme reddish- 
brown. Thorax elongate, truncate in front, narrowed behind; sides straight anteriorly, rounded 
posteriorly; hinder angles obtuse ; coarsely and thickly punctate at the sides ; with a longitudinal, 
mesial, coarsely-punctate impression, bounded on each side by a glabrous ridge in front, dilated 
posteriorly, and enclosing an oblong, raised, smooth space. Elytra elongate, sub-cylindrical, each 
with ten closely-set rows of large punctures, which gradually diminish in depth and regularity 
towards the apex, and an oblique, slightly arcuate, transverse white fascia a little behind the 
middle. Thighs pitchy black, their tips, tibiae, and tarsi reddish-brown. Length, 2| lines. 

A native of Southern Europe, of excessively rare occurrence in Britain, the only registered 
localities being, Kent ? ; Winchmore Hill; and Malvern. 

Fig. 195. TIIANASIMUS FORMICARIUS, L., Curtis. [_F. Cleridse. G. Thanasimus, Latr.] 

Elongate, pubescent, slightly shining. Head black, as wide as the thorax, thickly and rather 
coarsely punctate ; an ten me and palpi pitchy. Thorax as broad as long, narrowed and constricted 
behind, truncate in front; sides nearly straight anteriorly, rounded posteriorly; base rounded ; 
rather thickly and coarsely punctate, with a shallow, central, longitudinal channel behind, divided 
in front a little before the middle, each branch curved and extending to the lateral margin, the 
anterior space black, the posterior portion red. Elytra oblong, wider than the thorax, black, with 
a depressed black pubescence, the base reddish-yellow: each with a narrow, transverse, flexuous 
band of coarse white hairs a little behind the red basal space, and a broad, nearly straight one near 
the apex ; with six irregular rows of large punctures at the base, but which do not extend beyond 
the basal white band. Abdomen beneath bright red. Legs black, with long erect white hairs ;

Not uncommon ; upon and beneath the bark of old trees tenanted by Hylesini and Scolyii. 

Fig. 196. TILLUS UNIFASCIATUS, Fab., Curtis. [F. Cleridse. G. Tillus, Olivier.] 

Elongate, pubescent, shining, black ; elytra red at the base, with a transverse yellowish-white 
band, interrupted at the suture, towards the apex. Head black, as wide as the thorax, minutely 
and sparsely punctate, with erect black hairs. Thorax elongate, narrowed behind; sides nearly 
straight in front, sinuate behind; posterior angles nearly rectangular; black; sparsely and finely 
punctate, with a faint, transverse impression one-third from the apex, and very long black hairs at 
the sides. Scutellum black. Elytra elongate, black, basal two-fifths red : each with a transverse, 
slightly-bent, yellowish-white band, which does not reach the suture, a little behind the middle ;

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Fig. 197. BOSTRICHUS CAPUCINUS, L. [F. Bostrichidse. G. Bostrichus, Geoff.] 
(Apate capucinus, Curtis .) 

Elongate, black, slightly shining, elytra, and four apical segments of abdomen beneath, red. 
Head small, nutant, thickly and rather finely rugulose-punctate, with a fine, rather long, dusky 
pubescence ; antennas and parts of mouth pitchy. Thorax convex, rounded in front and at the 
sides anteriorly ; posterior angles obtuse ; coarsely granulate, depressed and tuberculate in front. 
Elytra coarsely and deeply punctate, each with two or three obscure longitudinal ridges on the disc. 
Length, 5 lines. 

Very rare. Old trees; Norfolk; Northampton; Derbyshire; &c. 

Fig. 198. NEMOSOMA ELONGATUM, L ., Curtis . [F. Trogositidse. G. Nemosoma, 

Latr.] 

Long, narrow, cylindrical, black; antenna?, legs, and two spots on the elyti*a reddish-yellow. 
Head of the width of, and as long as, the thorax, rather thickly punctate, the punctures elongate, 
with a broad, central, longitudinal furrow in front; antenna? 10-jointed. Thorax elongate, narrowed 
behind, sides slightly rounded, finely and rather thickly punctate. Elytra elongate, nearly cylin¬ 
drical, slightly dilated at the sides behind, nearly thrice as long as the thorax; finely punctate, 
the punctures here and there arranged in indistinct rows, sutural stria deep at the apex, and 
continued round the tips; their basal third, and a large, common, more or less transverse patch 
near the apex, reddish-yellow. Beneath black, with the margins of the first four, and the entire 
fifth, abdominal segments reddish-brown. Length, 2|-2f lines. 

Rare. Inhabits beneath the bark of elms infested by Hylesinus vittatus , in whose burrows it 
resides, preying on the larvae of the Ilylesini ; it has occurred near Sydenham, and Darenth, Kent;

Fig. 199. PLATYPUS CYLINDRUS, Fab., Curtis. (Male.) [F. Platypidse. G. Pla¬ 
typus, Herbst.] 

Elongate, sub-cylindrical, sparsely pubescent, black; elytra reddish-brown, fuscous towards the 
apex. Head nearty as wide as the thorax, flat, opaque, and rugulose-punctate in front, glossy and 
coarsely punctate behind; antennas reddish-yellow. Thorax elongate, sub-cylindrical, slightly 
narrowed posteriorly; sides nearly straight, sinuate a little behind the middle; base bi-sinnate; 
finely and rather thickly punctate; with an anteriorly abbreviated, central, longitudinal impressed 
line. Elytra elongate, cylindrical; each with eight longitudinal punctate furrows; interstices 
convex, smooth; retuse, densely pubescent, and bi-dentate at the apex, the inner denticulation 
small, the outer one acute, divergent. Legs reddish-brown, tarsi testaceous, anterior thighs 
bi-dentate. Beneath pitchy black, finely and rather sparsely punctate and pubescent. In the 
female, the elytra are entire, and unarmed at the apex. Length, 3|—3f lines. 

Rare. In old oaks ; Windsor and New Forests. 

Fig. 200. HYLESINUS OLEIPERDA, Fab. (Male.) [F. Hylesinidse. G. Hylesinus, 
Fab.] (H. scaber, Curtis.) 

Broad, ovate, convex, black, clothed with a depressed black and fulvous pubescence. Head 
thickly and finely rugulose-punctate, with a semicircular, deeply-impressed pubescent space in front, 
between the antennae ; antennae reddish-yellow, club fuscous, its apex pale. Thorax transverse, 
convex, narrowed in front; sides rounded, base bi-sinuate ; thickly rugulose-punctate, with a faint, 
central, longitudinal furrow, and a transverse arcuate impression near the posterior margin. Elytra 
oblong, convex ; each with nine deep longitudinal striae; interstices convex, granulate, that next 
the suture with a dense fulvous pubescence. Legs pitchy black, tarsi reddish-yellow. In the 
female the forehead is flat. Length, 1-1^ line. 

Not common. Beneath bark of ash and lilac; Leicestershire; Mickleham and Reigate, Surrey; 
&c. 
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Fig. 201. SCOLYTUS DESTRUCTOR, Olivier, Curtis. [F. Scolytidse. G. Scolytus, 
Geoffr .] 

Oblong, convex, pitcby black, shining; parts of mouth, antennse, anterior margin of thorax, 
elytra, and legs reddish-yellow. Head flat in front, finely rugulose-punctate, with a large, dense 
patch of fulvous hairs. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sparsely and deeply punctate at the 
sides, faintly on the disc. Scutellum sunk, opaque. Elytra oblong, nearly quadrate, reddish- 
yellow or chestnut, sometimes with a fuscous patch or transverse band in the centre; each with 
six deeply punctate striae; interstices flat, each with an irregular row of minute punctures, that 
next the suture wide, depressed at the base, and roughly punctate. Beneath pitchy black; the 
third and fourth abdominal segments with a small tubercle in the centre, on the anterior margin. 
Length, l|-3 lines. 

Common in the south. Beneath the bark of the limbs and trunks of recently felled and sickly 
elms. , 

Fig. 202. BARIDIUS ANALIS, Oliv. [F. Cryptorhynchidse. G. Baridius, Schoenh .] 
(Baris analis, Curtis.) 

Oblong, black, shining, apical third of elytra red. Head and rostrum minutely and sparsely 
punctate, the latter curved. Thorax elongate, narrowed in front, sides rounded anteriorly, nearly 
straight behind ; thickly and rather coarsely punctate, with a narrow, smooth, longitudinal, central 
space in front. Elytra deeply and broadly striate, the stride minutely punctate; interstices flat, 
each with a row of minute punctures. Length, 2 lines. 

Very rare. Near Ryde, Isle of Wight. 

Fig. 203. CIS BIDENTATUS, Oliv., Curtis. (Male.) [F. Cissidse. G. Cis, Lair.'] 

Oblong, black, brown, or yellow, slightly shining, sparsely clothed with a short, sub-erect 
yellowish-grey pubescence. Head concave in the middle, forehead flat, anterior margin reflexed, 
bi-dentate ; antennae and parts of mouth reddish-yellow. Thorax transverse, convex ; sides gently 
rounded; anterior angles acute, prominent; anterior margin produced over the head, bi-tuberculate; 
finely and rather thickly punctate. Elytra barely twice as long as the thorax, always of a lighter 
colour than it, rather less thickly and finely punctate. Beneath pitchy black, obscurely punctate. 
Legs reddish-yellow. In the female, the anterior margin of the head is but slightly reflexed, its 
angles rounded, and the produced anterior margin of the thorax is rounded and destitute of 
tubercles. Length, 1-1 \ lines. 

Not uncommon in boleti on ash. 

Fig. 204. CICONES VARIEGATUS, Hellwig. [F. Synchitidse. G. Cicones, Curtis.] 
(C. carpini, Curtis.) 

Oblong, above black or pitchy, sub-opaque, clothed with a sparse, short, sub-erect brown and 
yellow pubescence, elytra with irregular yellow bands or spots. Head small, with a slightly-curved, 
impressed, longitudinal line in front on each side between the antennae, parts of mouth and antennae 
ferruginous. Thorax transverse, slightly narrowed behind; sides rounded, margins reflexed and 
finely crenulate; posterior angles nearly rectangular ; base bi-sinuate; disc convex. Elytra a little 
wider than the thorax, punctate-striate, alternate interstices raised, with numerous reddish-yellow 
patches, more or less united, and usually forming three interrupted, flexuous, transverse bands. 
Underside and legs ferruginous. Length, 1|-1§ lines. 

Rare. Beneath bark of beech and hornbeam; Epping and New Forests; and near Bromley, Kent. 

Fig. 205. CORYNETES C(ERULEUS, Be Geer. [F. Cleridse. G. Corynetes, Herbst.] 
(C. violaceus, Curtis.) 

Oblong, blue, or greenish blue, shining, clothed with long, erect black hairs. Head nearly as 
wide as the thorax, sparsely and rather finely punctate, antennse and palpi black. Thorax nearly as 
broad as long, rounded at the sides, sparsely and rather coarsely punctate. Elytra wider than the 
thorax, with oblong punctures arranged in irregular rows at the base, interstices with a few minute 
punctures. Underside and legs black. Length, 2-21 lines. 

Not uncommon in the south. 
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Fig. 206. HYLURGUS PINIPERDA, L., Curtis. [F. Hylesinidse. G. Hylurgus, Latr.] 

Elongate, sub-cylindrical, pitcby black, shining, clothed with a very short erect grey pubescence; 
antennas and tarsi ferruginous. Head convex, finely and thickly punctate at the sides, rather 
coarsely and sparsely in the middle; with an acute, smooth, central, longitudinal ridge in front. 
Thorax a trifle longer than broad, narrowed in front, slightly constricted at the apex, sides gently 
rounded, posterior angles rounded; rather coarsely and somewhat thickly punctate; with a narrow, 
slightly raised, smooth, central, longitudinal space. Scutellum thickly and finely punctate. 
Elytra a little wider than the thorax, raised and serrated at the base; each with eight rather 
coarsely punctate striae; interstices flat, transversely rugulose, with a row of minute pubescent 
tubercles, reaching the extreme apex on the 1st and 3rd, but on the 2nd terminating at the 
commencement of the oblique portion. Length, 1|-1| lines. 

Not uncommon. In and upon the young shoots of the Scotch fir ( Pinus sylvestris). 

Fig. 207. HYLURGUS PINIPERDA, L., Curtis , var. d. [F. Hylesinidae. G. Hylurgus, 
Latr.'] 

The variety here represented is entirely of a pale reddish-yellow colour, and is probably merely 
an immature state; it occurs, not unfrequently, associated with the darker form. 

Fig. 208. MESITES TARDII, Curtis. (Male.) [F. Cossonidse. G. Mesites, Schoenh.] 
(Cossonus Tardii, Curtis .) 

Elongate, pitchy black, sub-opaque ; antennae reddish-brown. Head rather thickly, coarsely, 
and deeply punctate in front, shallowly and sparsely behind, with an oblong fovea between the eyes ; 
rostrum dilated before the apex, coarsely and rather sparsely punctate, with a deep, central, 
abbreviated, longitudinal furrow; antennae inserted two-fifths from the apex. Thorax elongate, 
narrowed in front, constricted at the apex, sides rounded ; thickly, coarsely, and deeply punctate, 
with a central, longitudinal, slightly raised, narrow, smooth space, terminating behind in a depression. 
Elytra a little wider than the base of the thorax, and about one-fourth longer, sides nearly straight; 
each with nine profound, deeply punctate, longitudinal striae; interstices flat, finely rugulose-punctate. 
In the female, the antennae are inserted at one-fifth from the base, and the portion of the rostrum 
in front of them is cylindrical, smooth, and of a reddish-brown colour. Length, 3-51 lines. 

Local, but abundant where it occurs. Mountains of Wicklow and Kerry, in hollies ; coast of 
Devonshire and Cornwall, in beech and sycamore ; and, it is said, in Norfolk. 

Fig. 209. MIARUS GRAMINIS, Schoenh. [F. Cionidae. G. Miarus, Schoenh.] (Gym- 
netron graminis, Curtis .) 

Short, ovate, black, clothed above with a fine, yellowish-grey, depressed pubescence. Head 
globose, rather coarsely punctate; eyes large; rostrum elongate, slender, cylindrical, slightly curved, 
obscurely punctate at the base, smooth from the base of the antennae to the apex. Thorax trans¬ 
verse, convex narrowed in front; sides rounded ; thickly, deeply, and rather coarsely punctate, 
with a faint, central, longitudinal ridge. Elytra broad, with profound, deeply and remotely punctate, 
longitudinal striae; interstices broader than the striae, flat, rugulose, each with tw r o rows of yellowish- 
grey hairs. Length, 1L-1| lines. 

Not uncommon. Amongst herbage on hedge-banks ; near London; Cambridge; Hertford; &c. 

Fig. 210. ORCHESTES FRATENSIS, Germ. [F. Erirhinidse. G. Orchestes, Illiger.] 
(0. Waltoni, Curtis.) 

Elongate, ovate, black, clothed with a short yellowish-grey pubescence; antennae and tarsi 
reddish-brown, club of the former dusky. Head thickly and finely punctate; rostrum slender. 
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Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides rounded, thickly and finely punctate. Elytra a trifle 
wider at the base than the thorax, oblong ovate, with deep, longitudinal, faintly punctate strice; inter¬ 
stices minutely punctate. Posterior thighs with an angular projection beneath. Length, 1 \ lines. 
Not common. Knaresborough, Yorkshire ; near Hertford ; and near London. 

Fig. 211. CCELIODES GERANII, Payk. [F. Cryptorhynchidse. G. Cceliodes, Schoenh.] 
(Centorhynchus Geranii, Curtis .) 

Broad, ovate, convex, black, shining, sparsely clothed with a short, sub-erect black pubescence. 
Head and rostrum thickly and rather coarsely punctate, the latter deflexed, and slightly curved. 
Thorax convex, transverse, narrowed in front; sides rounded; anterior margin reflexed; thickly 
and rather coarsely punctate, with a transverse furrow in front, and a minute glabrous tubercle on 
each side. Elytra broad, wider at the base than the thorax; deeply striate, the strice profoundly 
punctate; interstices flat, each with a row of small tubercles. Beneath with ashy scales. All the 
thighs with an exceedingly minute tooth on the underside. Length, 1£-1| lines. 

Not rare. On the meadow crane’s-bill ( Geranium pratense ). 


Fig. 212. ACALLES ROBORIS, Curtis. [El Cryptorhynchidse. G. Acalles, Schoenh.] 

Ovate, convex, pitchy black, clothed with yellowish-grey, brown, and black scales; antennae 
and rostrum reddish-brown, the latter sub-cylindrical, slightly bent, shining, minutely punctate. 
Thorax longer than broad, contracted in front, thence slightly narrowed to the base, with a central 
longitudinal channel obliterated in front, and an oblong tubercle on each side of it. Elytra broad, 
wider than the thorax at the base ; deeply striate; interstices convex, with patches of black scales 
forming irregular, transverse bands. Legs pitchy, clothed with ashy and brown scales. Length, 
l|-2 lines. 

Bare. But widely distributed in the south; on the oak. 


Fig. 213. PHYTOBIUS COMARI, Herbst. [F. Erirhinid®. G. Phytobius, Schoenh .] 
(Pachyrhinus comari, Curtis .) 

Broad, ovate, rather convex, black; sides of thorax and underside clothed with white scales; 
elytra maculated with ashy scales. Head and rostrum thickly and rather coarsely punctate, with 
a few dispersed ashy scales; antennae ferruginous, club pitchy. Thorax transverse, contracted 
in front; sides rounded; thickly and rather coarsely punctate, with a broad, shallow, central, 
longitudinal channel, and an obtuse tubercle on each side. Elytra at the base half as wide again 
as the thorax; each with seven deep, broad, obscurely punctate, longitudinal stride ; interstices 
convex, rugulose-punctate. Thighs pitchy ; tibiae and tarsi ferruginous; claws fuscous. Length, 
1J-1£ lines. 

Not uncommon. In boggy places in the south, on the marsh cinquefoil {Comarumpalustre). 


Fig. 214. MONONYCHUS PSEUDACORI, Fab., Curtis. [F. Cryptorhynchhhe. G. 

Mononychus, Germar .] 

Broad, ovate, rather depressed, black, sub-opaque, underside with ochre-yellow scales; elytra 
with a patch of yellowish-grey scales on the suture, at about one-fifth from the base. Head 
thickly and coarsely rugulose-punctate, with a depression in front between the eyes ; rostrum 
sparsely and rather finely punctate. Thorax transverse, very much narrowed in front; sides 
rounded, thickly and coarsely rugulose-punctate; with a central, longitudinal furrow, narrowed 
behind, and reaching the base, dilated and abbreviated in front. Elytra sub-quadrate, suture 
depressed at the base; punctate-striate; interstices flat, coarsely rugulose-punctate. Length, 
2 lines. 

Abundant near Ventnor, Isle of Wight, in the seed capsules of the stinking iris, or roast-beef 
plant (Iris foetidissima ). 
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Fig. 215. MAGDAL1NUS CARBON ARIUS, L. [F. Erii-hmidse. G. Magdahnus, 
Schoeah.] (Magdalis carbonarius, Curtis .) 

Elongate, black, moderately shining. Head minutely punctate, with a shallow impression 
between the eyes; rostrum a trifle longer than the thorax, slightly curved, thickly minutely 
rugulose-punctate; antennm pitchy at the base. Thorax scarcely longer than broad, constricted 
in front; sides more or less rounded and armed anteriorly with three or four obtuse crenulations; 
thickly and coarsely punctate; with an obscure central raised line, abbreviated in front. Elytra 
shining, each with nine deep, broad, coarsely and closely punctate strife; interstices convex, 
narrow, transversely strigose. All the femora with a minute tooth in the centre beneath. Length, 
2|-3| lines. Rare. In the north of England, and in Scotland, in birch. 

Pig. 216. OTIORHYNCHUS MAURUS, G., C. [F. Otiorhynchidse. G. Otiorhynchus, G.] 

Ovate, convex, black, clothed with a short, coarse, sparse pubescence, sub-opaque. Head and 
rostrum coarsely punctate, the latter with a central ridge; antennae pitchy. Thorax transverse, 
convex, sides rounded, thickly and coarsely granulate, with an obscure central channel. Elytra 
ovate, faintly punctate-striate; interstices slightly convex, minutely granulate. Legs pitchy. 
Femora unarmed. Length, 3s|-4 lines. Rare in the south; more frequent in the Shetland Isles. 

Pig. 217. LIXUS ANGUSTATUS, Fab., Curtis. [F. Erirhinidse. G. Lixus, Fab.'] 

Elongate, black, with a sparse, short, grey pubescence, and more or less densely covered with a 
yellow caducious pollinosity. Head and rostrum thickly and finely punctate; the former with a 
minute fovea between the eyes; the latter stout, sub-cylindrical, as long as the thorax, slightly 
curved, with a short central furrow between the antennae. Thorax elongate, narrowed in front, 
sides slightly rounded; cbarsely rugulose-punctate; with central furrow at base. Elytra nearly 
half as wide again as the thorax, and thrice as long, sides nearly parallel, thickly rugulose- 
punctate; each with ten rows of oblong, shallow punctures; interstices flat. Length, 6-9 lines. 

Not common. Sydenham, Kent; and on the Sussex coast, near Hastings, on thistles. 

Pig. 218. ANTHONOMUS POMORUM, L., Curtis. Apple-weevil. [F. Erirhinidse. 
G. Anthonomus, Germar.] 

Elongate, pitchy brown, clothed with a fine, depressed, yellowish grey pubescence; elytra with 
a reddish yellow curved band behind. Head pitchy black, thickly punctate; rostrum black, longer 
than the head and thorax, slender, bent, with four deep furrows posteriorly; minutely and irregu¬ 
larly punctate anteriorly; antennas ferruginous, club fuscous. Thorax transverse, narrowed in 
front, constricted at the apex; sides slightly rounded in front, nearly straight behind; disc rather 
fiat; thickly and somewhat coarsely punctate. Scutellum clad with a dense white pubescence. 
Elytra oblong, wider than the thorax, slightly dilated at the sides posteriorly; each with ten coarsely 
punctate strife ; interstices flat, sparsely, and very minutely punctate; and with an oblique curved 
reddish yellow band, tessellated on its margins with small patches of white hairs, and bounded 
both in front and behind by a pitchy black bar. Thighs reddish brown, ferruginous at the tips 
the anterior armed beneath with a large, the posterior with a minute tooth; tibiae and tarsi ferru¬ 
ginous. Length, 2-2^ lines. Common in orchards—in the spring on the blossoms; in the 
winter concealed in the crevices and beneath the scales of loose bark of the apple and pear-tree. 

Fig. 219. ERIRHINUS AHTHIOPS, Fab., Curt. [F. Erirhinidse. G. Erirhinus, Sch.] 

Elongate ovate, black, shining; antennae and legs red brown, the club of the former fuscous. 
Head thickly punctate; rostrum as long as the head and thorax, bent, sparsely punctate, the 
punctures linear. Thorax nearly as long as broad, slightly rounded at the sides, straiglitly 
truncate at the base; coarsely punctate on the disc, more finely and thickly at the sides; with a 
narrow, smooth, central line. Elytra elongate ovate, thrice as long as the thorax; deeply punctate- 
striate; interstices flat, exceedingly finely punctate. Thighs unarmed. Length, 3 lines. 

Very rare. Found in marshy places at Askham Bryant, Yorkshire, and in Scotland. 
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Pig. 220. PHYTONOMUS FASCICULATUS, Herbst. [F. Cleonidse. G. Phytonomus, 
Schoenh.] (Hypera fascieulosa, Curtis.) 

Short ovate, black, clothed with black, reddish brown, yellow, and white scales. Head with 
reddish brown scales, its vertex and base of rostrum with ashy hairs ; rostrum short, stout, 
deflexed, and slightly curved; antennae ferruginous, pubescent. Thorax transverse, sides dilated 
and rounded, clothed with brown and yellowish scales, with a narrow central and broad lateral 
line of yellowish white scales. Elytra broad, covered with reddish brown scales ; deeply striate; 
interstices convex, the sutural, third, and fifth broader than the others, and raised, clothed with 
whitish, and tessellated with black or brown scales. Legs reddish brown ; thighs variegated with 
white, brown, and black scales ; tibiae and tarsi with coarse cinereous hairs. Length, 3-4 lines. 

Not common, but very widely distributed. Dover; Deal; Norfolk; Isle of Thanet, Scotland, &c. 


Fig. 221. RHYNCHITES OPHTHALMICUS, Steph. (Male.) [F. Attelabidae. G. 

Rhynchites, Herbst.] (R. similis, Curtis .) 

Oblong, deep blue, shining, with a fine, long, erect, black pubescence. Head narrow behind, 
widening to the eyes, sparsely and rather coarsely punctate; forehead flat, or slightly excavated; 
rostrum barely as long as the head, dilated towards the apex, sparsely punctate at the base, thickly 
at the tip; parts of the mouth pitchy; antennae black. Thorax elongate, narrowed in front; sides 
slightly rounded anteriorly, sparsely and coarsely punctate. Elytra oblong, nearly twice as wide 
as the thorax, sides nearly parallel; striate; the striae deeply, remotely, and eoarsely punctate; 
interstices flat, each with two irregular rows of minute punctures. Legs greenish, tarsi black. 
The female has the head shorter, swollen behind the eyes, and the forehead convex. Length, 
2|-2£ lines. 

Not uncommon in woods, in the south, on the whitethorn. 


Pig. 222. APION DIFFORME, Germ., Curt. (Male.) [F. Attelabidae. G. Apion, Herbst.] 

Elongate ovate, black, the elytra faintly olivaceous; base of antennae, of femora, and of tibiae, 
reddish yellow. Head coarsely confluently punctate; rostrum nearly as long as the head and thorax, 
slightly bent, broad, with parallel sides to the base of antennae, thence narrowed to tip, obscurely 
punctate; antennae mesial, reddish yellow, apical articulations fuscous, basal joint elongate pear- 
shaped, 2d minute, 3d nearly as broad as long, compressed, 4th as wide as the 3d, but more 
elongate, 5th, 6th, 7th, and 8th, narrow, of equal width, the remaining three forming a slender 
elongate club. Thorax elongate, narrowed in front; sides rounded ; thickly punctate, a central 
line behind. Elytra elongate ovate, much narrowed at apex, convex, deeply striate, the striae 
finely punctate; interstices convex, smooth. Anterior tibiae bent, basal joint of their tarsi elon¬ 
gate, with the apex produced on the inner side; posterior tibiae robust, bent, the basal joint of 
their tarsi broad and flat. In the female the rostrum is longer, slender, cylindrical, and much 
curved; the antennae are slender and black; the anterior tibiae straight, their tarsi simple; the 
posterior tibiae slender and straight, and the basal joint of tarsi does not exceed the others in 
width; tibiae and tarsi entirely black; thighs reddish yellow, tips black. Length, 1| lines. 

In grassy places in woods, in the autumn. 

Fig. 223. POLYDROSUS SERICEUS, Schall. [F. Braehyderidse. G. Polydrosms, 
Germar.] (P. speciosus, Curtis.) 

Elongate, black, clothed with round, green, or bluish green scales; antennae and legs pale 
reddish yellow, club of the former dusky. Head with a fovea in front; rostrum short, deflexed. 
Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides rounded. Elytra sub-cylindrical, each with ten 
profound coarsely and deeply punctate striae; interstices flat. Femora and base of tibiae with 
a few scattered green scales. Length, 3-4 lines. 

Very rare. Kimpton, Hants. 
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Fig. 224. LiEMOPHLiEUS ATER, Oliv. [F. Cucujidae. G. Lsemophkms, Eric.] 
(Cucujus Spartii, Curtis.) 

Elongate, parallel, flat, pitchy black or reddish brown, shining. Head finely and rather 
sparsely punctate, with a shallow elongate impression on each side in front between the antenna 1 . 
Thorax nearly as broad as long, narrowed behind, sides slightly rounded, posterior angles obtuse; 
very minutely punctate, with a fine longitudinal impressed line on each side. Elytra parallel, flat, 
each depressed in the middle, and with six strice, of which the 2d, 3d, 4th, and 5th, are approxi¬ 
mate, the narrow interstices between them raised, and contiguous to and outside the 6th a fine 
similarly raised line. Legs ferruginous, thighs clavate. Length, 1-1 £ lines. 

Rare. Beneath bark of broom, Coombe Wood, Surrey. 

Fig. 225. SALPINGUS FOVEOLATUS, Ljungh. [F. Salpingidse. G. Salpingus//% ] 
(Sphseriestes foveolatus, Curtis.) 

Elongate, brassy black, smooth, shining; parts of mouth, base of antenna*, tibia; and tarsi 
ferruginous. Head broad, sparsely and rather coarsely punctate. Thorax transverse, narrowed 
behind, sides rounded, rather thickly and coarsely punctate, uneven, with an arcuate impression on 
each side. Elytra punctate-striate at the base, irregularly punctate towards the apex, each with 
a large transverse, ovate, impression a little before the middle. Length, I|-2| lines. 

Rare. North of England; Cramond, near Edinburgh. 

Fig. 226. TROGOSITA MAURITANICA, L., Curtis. [F. Trogositidm. G. Trogosita, Oliv.] 

Elongate, flat, pitchy black or reddish brown, shining. Head transverse, broad behind, 
narrowed anteriorly, forehead flat, rather sparsely, deeply, and somewhat coarsely punctate ; 
antennae gradually and slightly thickened towards the apex. Thorax transverse, barely as wide 
as the elytra, narrowed behind; sides nearly straight anteriorly, slightly sinuate posteriorly ; 
anterior angles salient; posterior angles nearly rectangular, prominent; rather thickly, deeply, 
and coarsely punctate.

Not uncommon in bakehouses, houses, warehouses, and amongst ship biscuit; and occa¬ 
sionally beneath bark of dead trees. 

Fig. 227. BRUCHUS CISTI, F. [F. Bruchidm. G. Bruchus, L.] (B. ater, Curtis.) 

Orate, convex, Tblack, clothed with a fine dense grey pubescence, shining. Head thickly and 
finely punctate ; antenna; black, the 2d, 3d, and 4th joints minute. Thorax transverse, narrowed 
in front, sub-conical, base with two oblique impressions; finely and thickly granulate. Elytra 
profoundly striate, the stria; distinctly punctate; interstices flat, thickly and minutely punctate. 
Posterior thighs unarmed. Length, 1| lines. In the south, on the dwarf cistus. 

Fig. 228. AROMIA MOSCIIATA, L., Curtis . Musk-Beetle. [F. Ccrambycidm. G. 
Aromia, Seville.] 

Elongate, bright or bluish green, with a coppery or golden tint, shining. Head thickly and 
coarsely punctate, with a fine central impressed line behind; antenna; of male half as long again, 
of female scarcely as long as the body, dark blue, black towards the apex. Thorax transverse, 
armed on each side with an acute tubercle, uneven, transversely wrinkled in front and behind, 
coarsely punctate in the middle. Elytra wider than the thorax, thickly shagreened, each with two 
slightly raised longitudinal lines. Beneath brassy or coppery green, clothed with a dense white 
pile. Femora green with a slight blue tint, tibiae and tarsi dark blue or violet. Length, 12-15 
lines. 

Locally abundant in the south, on old willows. 
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Fig. 229. ATTELABUS CURCULIONOIDES, L., C. [F. Attelabidse. G. Attelabus, L.] 

Broad ovate, convex, black, shining, thorax and elytra red. Head and rostrum coarsely 
punctate, the former with a deep linear impression on each side between the eyes; antennae with 
the 2d, 3d, and 4th joints pitchy red. Thorax convex, transverse, narrowed in front; sides 
rounded; finely punctate. Seutellum black, with a few minute punctures. Elytra sub-quadrate, 
convex, each with eight shallow flexuous coarsely punctate striae; interstices flat, sparsely and 
finely punctate. Underside and legs black. Length, 2-3 lines. Common in woods on young oaks. 


Fig. 230. ANTIIR1BUS ALBINUS, L., C. (Male.) [ F. Anthribidse. G. Anthribus, Geoffr .] 

Elongate, sub-cylindrical, thickly clothed with a reddish brown, grey, and black pile. Head 
and rostrum with a dense white pile, the former with a fine central line on the crown, and a 
transverse arcuate impression between the eyes, the latter with a triangular notch at the apex; 
antennae black, with the tips of joints 1-7, the apical half of the 8th, and the basal half of the 
9th, white. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front; sides rounded anteriorly, straight behind; 
the disc with three oblong tubercles surmounted by a minute dense fascicle of black bristles, the 
central one sometimes divided. Elytra wider than the thorax; convex clothed with a dense reddish 
brown pile; punctate-striate; the third interstice with a row of four or five small fascicles of black 
bristles; each with a more or less distinct irrorated white patch in the middle, and a broad white 
band occupying the apical fourth, with the exception of a small quadrate space at the inner 
angle. Beneath with a yellowish white pile. Femora reddish brown; tibiae with a brown ring 
near the base, and another towards the middle, the apical third with a white pile; tarsi black 
with a few white hairs at the tip of each joint, claw joint covered at the base with white hairs. 
In the female the antenna; are black, the 8th joint alone covered with white pile. Length, 3|-5 
lines. In the south; in old hedges, &c. 

Fig. 231. PRIONUS CORIARIUS, L., Curt. (Male.) [F. Prionidse. G. Prionus, Geoffr .] 

Pitchy black, shining. Head narrower than the thorax, coarsely punctate, with a central line; 
clypeus and palpi reddish brown, antennae nearly as long as the body, 12-jointed, robust, tapering 
to the apex, the inner apical angle of each articulation very acute. Thorax transverse, with a 
fringe of yellow hairs in front, armed on each side with three large teeth, of which the central is 
the most prominent; base bi-sinuate with a cilia of yellow hairs; thickly rugulose-punctate at 
the sides, more sparsely on the disc. Seutellum coarsely punctate. Elytra wider than the 
thorax, sides nearly parallel, internal apical angles with a minute tooth; very coarsely and con- 
fluently punctate; each with three indistinct ridges. Beneath reddish brown; meso-and meta¬ 
thorax clothed with a yellowish grey down; abdomen sparsely and finely punctate, with a few short 
yellowish grey hairs. Legs pitchy black, tarsi brown, femora and tibiae compressed. In the 
female the antennae are shorter, slender, serrate, 11-jointed, the 11th and 12th joints soldered 
together. Length, 9-20 lines. Widely distributed in old oaks. 

Fig. 232. PLATYRHINUS LATIROSTRIS, F. t C. [F. Anthribidse. G. Platyrliinus, Cl.'] 

Elongate, depressed, thickly clothed with short black, brown, and grey hairs. Head hroad, 
forehead flat, with a central line terminating anteriorly in a fovea; clothed in front with ochreous 
pubescence; rostrum broad, with two ridges in the centre, clothed with ochreous pubescence; 
mandibles and antennae black. Thorax transverse, produced at the sides in the middle into a 
slightly emarginate lobe; depressed centre limited in front by an arcuate ridge; surface uneven; 
with two obscure transverse flexuous ridges, one in the middle, the other near the base. Elytra 
wider than the thorax, sides nearly parallel; each with ten rows of remote, minute, deep punctures; 
interstices flat, the 3d, 5th, and 7th, raised; apical fifth covered with a dense ochreous pile, and 
with three reddish yellow interrupted transverse bands. Legs black; thighs with a few grey 
hairs; tibiae annulated with ochreous and reddish brown hairs; tarsi with ashy grey hairs at the 
base of each joint. Length, 5-6 lines. 

Rai*e. Inhabits the boletus of the ash (Sphceria fraxinea) ; Norfolk ; Bristol; Cheltenham; 
New Forest, &c. 
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Fig. 233. CLYTUS QUADRIPUNCTATUS, F., Curt. [F. Cerambycidae. G. Clytus, F] 

Elongate, convex, black, tbickly clothed with a greenish yellow pile, each elytron with four 
black spots. Head punctate; forehead with central furrow; antenna scarcely half the length 
of the body. Thorax oblong, narrowed and margined in front; sides faintly rounded. Elytra 
wider than the thorax, narrowed from base to apex, which is truncate and armed externally with a 
minute spine; each with four denuded black spots, the 1st and 2d disposed transversely at the 
base; the other two on the disc. Underside and legs covered with greyish pile. Length, 5-5} lines. 

« Found upon a window in Norwich.” Probably imported in timber, and not truly indigenous. 

Fig. 234. MESOSA NUBILA, Oliv. [F. Lamiidse. G. Mesosa, Serv.] (Lamia nubila, C.) 

Oblong, convex, black, variegated with ochreous and grey pubescence, and strewn with shining 
black punctures. Head as wide as the thorax in front, triangularly impressed between the antennas 
with a fine deep line down the middle, and four black stripes on the vertex; antennae longer than 
the body, slender, brown, each joint with a belt of grey pile at the base, and fringed beneath with 
fine long grey hairs. Thorax transverse, narrowed and finely margined in front, rounded at the 
sides; base margined; the disc with four black stripes. Elytra wider than the thorax; each 
with an oblique patch of grey pubescence on the outer margin a little before the middle, 
bordered before and behind with a more or less interrupted zigzag black band, the disc with 
three indistinct ridges. Underside covered with a dense grey pile. Legs vanegated with yellow 
and black; tarsi black. Length, 4£-6 lines. On oaks and willows in the south. 

Fig. 235. NECYDALIS MINOR, L . [F. Lepturidse. G. Necydalis, L. (Molorchus 

minor, Curtis.) 

Elongate, pitchy black, with a fine erect grey pubescence; mouth, antennae, elytra, and legs 
reddish brown. Head as wide as the thorax, thickly punctate; antennae setaceous, half as long 
again as the body, 12-jointed in the males, shorter and 11-jointed in the females. Thorax elon¬ 
gate; apex and base with the margin reflexed; sides obtusely tuberculated behind the middle; 
thickly punctate; with a depression in the middle behind, inclosing a small raised glabrous space, 
and having on either side a small oblong prominence. Scutellum triangular, thickly clothed with a 
silvery grey pubescence. Elytra wider and about one-fourth longer than the thorax, sparsely 
and rather coarsely punctate; each with a furrow within the humeral callus extending obliquely 
to the suture, and a small oblique, raised, yellowish white, smooth line in the middle, near the 
apex. Wings extending beyond the apex of the abdomen; pale brown, slightly iridescent. 
Length, 3-5 lines. Rare: in old hedges, and on flowers. 

Fig. 236. SAPERDA TREMULJE, F. [F. Lamiidse. G. Saperda, F.] (S. Atkinsonii, C.) 

Elongate, black, with a short, dense, greenish yellow pile. Head nearly as wide as thorax, 
convex, with a slender central line; antennae setaceous, as long or a trifle longer than the body, 
black with greenish ashy pile, and fringed beneath with fine grey hairs. Thorax cylindrical, nar¬ 
rowly margined at the base, with a fine central channel. Elytra wider than the thorax; each with 
a row of four velvety black spots, one or more of which are occasionally wanting, on the disc. 
Legs covered with a greenish pile, intermixed with fine grey hairs. Length, 6-7 lines. The only 
example recorded as British was taken in a garden at Grove End. 

Fig. 237. MONOHAMMUS SARTOR, F. Curt. [F. Lamiidse. G. Monohammus.] 

Elongate, brownish black, with a brassy tint, and a sparse yellow pubescence, shining. Head 
rugulose-punetate, with an impressed transverse line in front, and a central channel between the 
antenna; antennae slender, nearly twice the length of the body in the males, and about half as long 
again as the body in the females, black at the base, brownish towards the apex. Thorax trans¬ 
verse, sides armed with a large spine, transversely wrinkled in front and behind, the disc thickly 
and coarsely punctate, the anterior and posterior margins with a fringe of golden yellow hairs. 
Scutellum densely clothed with pale yellow pubescence. Elytra coarsely rugulose-punetate at the

base, more finely so towards the apex; each with three indistinct ridges. Legs long, compressed, 
intermediate tibiae, with a small tooth on the external margin towards the apex; basal joint of 
posterior tarsi distinctly longer than the second. Length, 12-16 lines. 

Very rare. London; Norfolk; Devonshire; and near Manchester. 

Fig. 238. ASEMUM STRIATUM, L. [F. Cerambycidse. G. Asemum, Eschscholtz.'] 
(Callidium striatum, Curtis .) 

Elongate, black, opaque; clothed with a short yellowish grey pubescence. Head finely 
punctate, with a broad impression between the antennas, a deep transverse one in front, and a 
shallow one on the crown; antennas a trifle longer than the head and thorax, robust. Thorax 
sub-orbicular, slightly emarginate in front, sinuate truncate behind, the disc with a broad shallow 
central impression, and one or two ill-defined foveae on each side of it ; thickly granulate, with 
fine punctures between the granulations. Elytra densely and finely granulate, each with five or 
six ridges, the third and fifth usually most prominent. Legs short. Length, 5-9 lines. 

Occurs in fir-woods in Scotland. 

Fig. 239. RHAGIUM INQUISITOR, Fab., Curt. [F. Lepturidm. G. Rhagium, F] 

Elongate, black, pilose. Head clothed with a dense yellow pile, with a denuded punctate space 
behind each eye, a transverse impression in front of the antennae, and a fine central line on the 
crown; antennae a little longer than the head and thorax, black at the base, brown towards the 
apex, covered with yellowish grey pile. Thorax elongate, constricted at the base and apex, 
with a broad transverse furrow in front and behind; sides rounded, with a large acute tooth in 
the middle; coarsely punctate, with an indistinct central furrow; clothed with a yellow pile. 
Elytra coarsely and irregularly punctate; mottled with a dense yellow pile; each with two trans¬ 
verse reddish yellow bands, the first just before, the second a little behind the middle, and between 
them, on the external margin, a large triangular denuded black patch; the disc with two ridges. 
Legs black, with a yellowish grey pile. Length, 6-11 lines. Common in dead firs, oaks, and 
other trees. 

Fig. 240. OBRIUM CANTHARINUM, L., Curt. [F. Cerambycidse. G. Obrium Latr.] 

Elongate, ferruginous, tips of mandibles, base of antennas and legs pitchy black, clothed with 
yellow hairs, shining. Head faintly punctate, with a large impression in front; antennas slender, 
pubescent, basal joints pitchy black, ferruginous towards the apex. Thorax sub-cylindrical, con¬ 
stricted and transversely impressed near the base and apex; sides with an obtuse tubercle a little 
before the middle; sparsely punctate; with a short, broad, smooth, central elevation in front of 
the posterior impression. Scutellum obtusely triangular, traversed by a central furrow. Elytra 
as wide again and nearly thrice as long as the thorax; coarsely punctate, the punctures dimi¬ 
nishing in depth towards the apex. Legs long, slender, clothed with long grey hairs; thighs 
swollen at the tips. Length, 3-5 lines. Rare. Near Brighton; Broxbourne, &c. 

Fig. 241. STRANGALIA QUADRIFASCIATA, L. (Female.) [F. Lepturidse. G. 
Strangalia, Serville.~\ (Leptura apicalis, Curtis.) 

Elongate, black, with yellow and brown pubescence, elytra with four transverse yellow bands. 
Head elongate, constricted behind the eyes, thickly punctate, with a transverse impression in 
front, and a fine central impressed line; antennas 11-jointed, black, pubescent, the three or four 
apical articulations reddish yellow. Thorax longer than broad, constricted and transversely 
impressed in front; base bi-sinuate, with a deep, transverse furrow: posterior angles prominent, 
acute; sides rounded in front; thickly punctate, with a faint central impressed line, and a large 
fovea on each side behind. Elytra nearly half as wide again, and more than thrice as long as the 
thorax; obliquely emarginate at the tips; thickly punctate ; each with four transverse reddish 
yellow waved bands extending from the lateral margin to the sutural stria ; the 1st near the base; 
the 2d oblique, at one-third from the base ; the 3d at two-tliirds from the base ; the 4th nearly 
circular, just within the apex. Legs elongate, black. The males have the antennae longer, 
and black throughout, and the thorax with the lateral fovea; obscure or wanting. Length, 7-9 
lines. Widely distributed, but not common. 
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Fig. 242. CALOMICRUS CIRCUMFUSUS, Marsh. (Male.) [F. Galerucidae. G. 
Calomicrus, StephJ] (Luperus Brassicse, Curtis.) 

Oblong, above pale yellow, shining, base of thorax, seutellum, suture and external margin of 
elytra, and underside, black. Head minutely and sparsely punctate, with a transverse line 
between the eyes ; antenna? black, the three basal joints yellowish brown. Thorax transverse, 
rounded and narrowly margined behind, sides nearly straight, all its angles rounded ; finely and 
sparsely punctate, with two impressions on the disc a little behind the middle; the basal half 
occupied by a large, anteriorly dentate, black patch. Elytra faintly and sparsely punctate. Legs 
black, the anterior with the tibia? and apex of thighs reddish yellow. In the female the antenna? 
are shorter, and the elytra distinctly dilated posteriorly. Length, 1^-2 lines. Widely distributed 
and locally abundant; on the common furze. (Ulex Europceus.) 

Fig. 243. PHYLLOTRETA OCIIPIPES, Curtis. (Male.) [F. Halticida?. G. Phyllotreta 
Foudras.] (Altica ochripes, Curtis.) 

Elongate-ovate, black, shining; anterior legs, tibia? and tarsi of posterior legs, and a central 
more or less interrupted vitta on each elytron, pale yellow. Head coarsely punctate; antenna? with 
joints 1-3 pale yellow, 4 and 5 black, the latter compressed and dilated, the remainder (G-ll) 
dusky. Thorax transverse, convex, narrowed in front, rounded at the sides, coarsely punctate. 
Elytra ovate, coarsely punctate, each with a broad, central, pale yellow stripe, more or less inter¬ 
rupted in the middle externally. In the female the antenna? are simple, the four or five basal 
joints pale yellow, the remainder dusky. Length, 1| lines. Not rare in marshy places in the south. 

Fig. 244. PIIYLLOBROTICA QUADRIMACULATA, L. [F. Galerucida?. G. Phyllo- 
brotica, Redth. ] (Auchenia quadrimaculata, Curtis.) 

Oblong, ferruginous, shining; eyes, posterior portion of head, and two spots on each elytron, 
black. Head with a transverse, arcuate, impressed line between the eyes, and a deep central furrow. 
Thorax transverse, sub-quadrate, slightly narrowed anteriorly, smooth, with a short central 
furrow in front and behind, and a large shallow impression on each side of the disc. Elytra sparsely 
and finely punctate, each with a circular black spot at the base, and a transverse black patch near 
the apex. Underside, save the prothorax, black, sparsely clothed with yellow hairs, thickly and 
finely punctate. Length, 3-4 lines. Common in marshy places in the south. 

Fig. 245. LEM A PUNCTICOLLIS, Curtis. [F. Crioceridse. G. Lema, Fab.'] (Crioceris 
puncticollis, Curtis.) 

Oblong, blue with a violet tint, shining; antenna? and tarsi black. Head coarsely rugulose- 
punctate, forehead with two minute glabrous tubercles, crown with an elongate fovea. Thorax a 
trifle longer than broad, constricted at the sides a little behind the middle, with a shallow trans¬ 
verse impression at the base, and two coarsely and roughly punctate depressions on the disc, the 
intervening space nearly smooth; coarsely and sparsely punctate at the sides. Ely tra oblong; each 
with ten rows of deep punctures, interstices flat, smooth. Legs rather long, sparingly clothed 
with grey hairs. Length, 2—2| lines. Widely distributed, but rare. 

Fig. 246. HiEMONIA EQUISETI, Fab. [F. Donaciidse. G. Hsemonia, Latr. ] Ma¬ 
croplea Equiseti, Curtis.) 

Oblong, reddish yellow; head, antenna?, and underside, black, with a fine short silky 
grey pile. Head with a broad, deep furrow in front between the eyes; mouth ferruginous. 
Thorax elongate, rounded in front, the anterior angles obtuse but slightly prominent; posterior 
angles acute and prominent; sides with an oblong tubercle before the middle, thence gently 
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sinuate to the posterior angles; very finely sliagreened; with a fine interrupted and abbreviated 
central impressed line, and an oblique linear black mark on each side. Elytra truncate at the tip, 
the external angles produced into a long acute spine, the internal or sutural angles obtuse; each 
with ten deeply punctate strife, and one, abbreviated, at the base next the suture, the punctures 
black ; interstices smooth, convex, the 2d, 4th, and 8th, wider and more convex than the rest. 
Legs long and slender, ferruginous, apex of femora and tarsi, except the base of the fourth joint, 
black. Length, 3|-4| lines. Very rare. 

Fig. 247. DONACIA TYPHriE, Brahm, Curtis. [F. Donaciidse. G. Donaeia, F.] 

Elongate, above brassy or brassy green, with a silky lustre, elytra with a coppery or steel-blue 
stripe next the suture. Head finely granulate, clothed with a dense silvery-grey pile, forehead 
with a broad central channel and a narrow one on each side; antennae with the basal joint brassy, 
the remainder pitchy, their bases narrowly ferruginous. Thorax a little longer than broad, 
slightly narrowed behind; anterior angles obtuse, but slightly prominent, deflexed; sides with an 
oblong tubercle immediately behind the anterior angles, succeeded by a minute emargination, 
beyond which they are sub-angularly produced, and thence sinuate to the base; posterior angles 
obtuse, slightly prominent; the disc rather depressed; thickly punctate ; with a shallow central 
furrow. Scutellum clothed with a silvery grey pubescence, with a narrow central denuded space. 
Elytra emarginate at the tips; striate-punctate, the punctures irregular at the base and apex; 
interstices slightly convex, very finely transversely rugulose. Legs long, slender, brassy black, 
pubescent, base and inner edge of tibiae and base of thighs ferruginous. Length, 4-4f lines. Not 
common, although widely distributed. 

Fig. 248. PSYLLIODES CHALCOMERA, Illig. [F. Halticid®. G. Psylliodes, Latr.\ 
(Macrocnema unimaculata, Curtis .) 

Ovate, convex, above dark blue, sometimes with a green or violet tint, shining. Head minutely 
punctate, the mouth, and antennae, pitchy, four basal joints of the latter ferruginous. Thorax 
transverse, convex, narrowed in front, rounded at the sides, thickly and minutely punctate, with 
large irregularly scattered punctures. Elytra wider than the thorax, ovate, punctate-striate, 
insterstices flat, minutely punctate. Beneath black with a faint brassy tint. Legs ferruginous, 
posterior thighs much swollen, brassy black, the extreme tips ferruginous. Length, l-lf lines. 
Not uncommon; on thistles. 

Fig. 249. GALERUCA VIBURNI, PayJc., Curtis . [F. Galerucidse. G. Galeruca, Geoffr .] 

Oblong, convex, reddish brown, finely shagreened, minutely punctate, with a dense silky 
yellowish grey pile, sub-opaque. Head with a large triangular black patch on the crown; antenme 
ferruginous, the tips of each joint fuscous. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, base tri-sinuate, 
sides rounded; with a broad, shallow, central channel, and a large impression on each side, the 
channel and the lateral margins black. Elytra dilated posteriorly, convex, the shoulders, and 
not unfrequently the entire outer margin, black or fuscous. Length, 2f-3 lines. Not uncommon. 


Fig. 250. CASSIDA OBLONGA, Illig. [F. Cassididse. G. Cassida, L.~] (C. salicornige, C .) 

Oblong ovate, convex, slightly shining, above pale green, fading to greyish yellow, with a faint 
green tinge after death. Head and underside black; abdomen with a broad testaceous margin ; 
antennae and legs testaceous, the former fuscous towards the apex. Thorax transverse, narrowed 
anteriorly, base bi-sinuate, rounded at the sides and in front; posterior angles well developed, 
slightly acute, summits obtuse; sides flattened, somewhat deflexed, thickly and minutely reticulate, 
and rather thickly punctate ; disc nearly smooth. Elytra punctate-striate; interstices flat, smooth, 
the 2d and 3d wider than the rest, the latter with a short irregular row of large shallow punc¬ 
tures in the middle; each, during life, with a broad, brilliant, silvery green stripe occupying the 
space between the 2d and 5th, occasionally extending to the 7th stria. Length, 2|-2f lines. Not 
uncommon in marshy places. 
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Fig. 251. LYCOPERDINA BOVISM, Fab., Curtis. [F. Endomychidse. G. Lyco- 
perdina, Latr. ] 

Elongate ovate, pitchy black or chestnut, shining. Head finely and rather thickly punctate, 
smooth in the centre, with a longitudinal impression ; antenna? with the 2d and 3d joints little 
more than half the length of the 1st, about twice as long as broad, 4-8 sub-globose, 9-11 
oblong, forming an indistinct club. Thorax sub-quadrate, narrowed behind, sides rounded in 
front, straight posteriorly ; very finely and sparsely punctate, with a deep impressed longitudinal 
line on each side behind. Elytra ovate, very finely and sparsely punctate, each with an entire 
sutural stria. Legs pitchy red. Length, 2-2| lines. 

Not common. Inhabits the common Puff-ball ( Lycoperdon Bovista). Birchwood, Kent; 
Guildford, Sanderstead, and Wimbledon Park, Surrey ; &c. 

Fig. 252. COCCIDULA SCUTELLATA, Herbst. [F. Scymnid®. G. Coccidula, 

Kugelann. ] (Cacicula scutellata, Curtis.) 

Oblong, ferruginous red, slightly shining, clothed with a short silvery grey pubescence, eyes 
and scutellum black, elytra with a large triangular black patch at the base, an ovate spot on the 
external margin a little behind the middle, and a circular one at about one-third from the apex 
near the suture, sometimes united to the lateral spot and forming a flexuous transverse band. 
Head thickly and rather finely punctate; antenna? and palpi reddish yellow, the club of the 
former dusky. Thorax transverse, rounded and narrowly margined at the sides and in*front 
behind the eyes, thickly and rather finely punctate. Elytra as thickly but not quite so finely 
punctate as the thorax, and with irregular longitudinal rows of larger punctures. Legs 
ferruginous.* Length, l§-lf lines. 

Not common. Inhabits marshy places amongst reeds. Banks of the Thames below Graves¬ 
end ; Southend; Plaistow Marshes; Holme Fen, Hunts; Horning Fen, Norfolk; near Ham¬ 
mersmith; &c. 

Fig. 253. CRYPTOCEPHALUS BIPUNCTATUS, Linn. var. [F. Cryptocephalid®. 
G. Cryptocephalus, Geoffr.] (C. bipustulatus, Fab., Curtis.) 

Oblong sub-cylindrical, black, shining, parts of mouth and basal joints of antenna? pitchy, 
elytra with a large reddish yellow patch within the apex. Head nearly smooth behind, somewhat 
coarsely and rather thickly punctate in front, with a scant short yellowish pubescence. Thorax 
transverse, very convex, sub-globose, narrowed in front, sides narrowly margined and slightly 
rounded anteriorly, more widely margined and nearly straight behind, exceedingly minutely and 
sparsely punctate. Scutellum oblique, elongate, triangular, rounded at the apex, smooth, with a 
shallow oblong impression at the base. Elytra sub-cylindrical, with a conspicuous longitudinal 
impression within the shoulders, and a small raised space round the scutellum; coarsely punctate- 
striate, interstices flat with a few transverse wrinkles. Length, 3-3^ lines. 

Rare. Lyndhurst, Hants; Lancashire. 

Fig. 254. PRASOCURIS BECCABUNGiE, Illig. [F. Chrysomelidse. G. Prasocuris, 
Latr.'] (Helodes Beccabungse, Curtis .) 

Elongate, rather depressed, deep blue, shining, apex of abdomen reddish yellow. Thorax sub- 
quadrate, sides rounded in front, coarsely and sparsely punctate. Elytra more than thrice the 
length of the thorax, sides parallel; rather finely punctate - striate; interstices flat, minutely 
rugulose punctate. Length, If-2| lines. 

Common in ditches and brooks on the short-leaved Brooklime ( Veronica Beccabunga ), and 
other plants. 

Fig. 255. LABIDOSTOMIS TRIDENTATA, Unn. (Male.) [F. Clythridse. G. Labi- 
dostomis, Lacord.] (Clythra tvidentata, Curtis.) 

Elongate, rather convex, bluish green, shining, parts of the mouth pitchy, base of antenna? 
and elytra testaceous yellow. Head rugulose in front, thickly punctate behind, forehead with a 
broad shallow depression. Thorax transverse, anterior margin broadly emarginate, base bi-sinuate ; 
sides nearly straight in front, rounded behind, posterior angles prominent; rather minutely and 
very thickly punctate. Elytra nearly thrice as long as the thorax, rather thickly and somewhat 
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coarsely punctate, each with two or three indistinct longitudinal ridges. The female differs in 
being rather larger, and in having the anterior legs shorter. Length, 3|-4| lines. 

Found on hazel, sallow, and birch, at Darenth Wood, Kent; Coombe Wood, Surrey; in 
Worcestershire; Yorkshire, &c. 

Fig. 256. MANTURA MATHEWSII, Curtis. [F. Halticidm. G. Mantura, Steph.] 
(Cardiapus Mathewsii, Curtis .) 

Oblong-ovate, convex, above deep blue, or green with a brassy tint, shining, legs yellowish 
red. Head rather coarsely and sparsely punctate ; antennae black, the apex of the 1st, and the 
2d, 3d, and 4th joints reddish yellow. Thorax transverse, narrowed behind, base bi-sinuate, 
sides rounded ; rather coarsely and thickly punctate, with a short oblique impressed line on each 
side at the base. Elytra sub-cylindrical, deeply and rather coarsely punctate-striate ; interstices 
flat, finely rugulose. Beneath black, finely and rather sparsely punctate. Legs yellowish red, 
thighs pitchy black. Length, 1-11 line. 

Not common, although widely distributed in the south and midland counties. 

Fig. 257. ENTOMOSCELIS ADONIDIS, Fab. [F. Chrysomelidm. G. Entomoscelis, 
Redtb.] (Chrysomela Adonidis, Curtis.) 

Oblong-ovate, convex, above bright yellowish red, anterior portion of head, and a spot on the 
vertex, antenna;, a large discoidal patch on the thorax, scutellum, a longitudinal stripe next the 
suture, and another on the disc of the elytra (sometimes extending nearly to the lateral margins), 
black. Thorax transverse, narrowed in front, sides faintly rounded, posterior angles rectangular ; 
finely and rather thickly punctate. Elytra finely, rather sparsely and irregularly punctate. 
Underside and legs black. Length, 3|-3| lines. 

Supposed to have been taken, many years since, in Lincolnshire. 

Fig. 25S. ENDOMYCHUS COCCINEUS, Linn., Curtis. [F. Endomychidm. G. Endo- 
mychus, Panzer.'] 

Ovate, moderately convex, bright scarlet red, shining, head, a patch on the disc of the thorax, 
scutellum, two spots on each elytron, and the underside of the thorax black. Head finely and 
sparsely punctate, with a transverse impression between the eyes; parts of the mouth ferruginous; 
antennse black, the two basal joints pitchy, tip of apical joint ferruginous. Thorax transverse, 
narrowed in front, sides nearly straight, base bi-sinuate, posterior angles acute; finely and sparsely 
punctate, with a fine transverse impression near the base, and a deep impressed longitudinal line 
on each side behind. Elytra ovate, finely punctate. Legs black or pitchy. Length, 2-2^ lines. 

Local, but widely distributed throughout the country. It inhabits beneath bark and in 
decaying stumps of trees, especially such as nourish fungi, and frequently occurs in profusion. 

Fig. 259. HALYZIA OCELLATA, Linn . [F. Coccinellidae. G. Halyzia, Mulsant.] 

(Coecinella ocellata, Curtis.) 

Short-ovate, convex, shining. Head black, rather finely punctate, parts of the mouth and 
antennae pale yellow, the latter fuscous at the apex. Thorax transverse, emarginate in front, 
rounded at the base and at the sides, finely punctate, black, the lateral margins broadly, and two 
spots at the base before the scutellum, yellowish white. Scutellum black. Elytra yellowish red, 
finely and thickly punctate ; each with nine black spots encircled with pale yellow, the 1st, ovate, 
oblique, on the shoulder ; the 2d, linear, close to the scutellum; the 3d, ovate, on the outer 
margin at about one-third from the base; the 4th, ovate, on the disc at about one-fourth from 
the base; the 5th, ovate, near the suture at about one-third from the base; the 6th, 7th, and 8th, 
ovate, placed transversely and rather obliquely at about one-third from the apex; the 9 th, 
linear, situate obliquely near the apex, midway between the lateral margin and the suture. 
Underside black, posterior margins of abdominal segments reddish yellow. Length, 4-5 lines. 

Widely distributed, but not common, in fir woods.
